ou will notice in our team pages that many teams have recruit- 

ing classes with as many as 27, 28, even a few of them with 

more than 30 signees. No, the NCAA hasn‘t raised the signing 
limit from 25. So why is it that many schools sign more than the allot- 
ted 25? Rules state that when a student-athlete signs a letter-of-intent, it 
can be binding for as long as two years. Binding on the player's part, that 
is. But what about the institution? 

We thought we should ask. 

We enlisted Brian Douglas to investigate why many schools will sign 
more high school seniors and junior college players than they have avail- 
able scholarships. Most schools want to ensure they fill their allotted 85 
scholarships every year. And in order to be sure, they must overcompen- 
sate so that when some of the incoming players do not qualify academ- 
ically, or they lose some upperclassmen to academic deficiencies, they 
will still have 85 players on scholarship. 

So what happens if a school has 89 eligible players come August? We 
hope you'll find all the answers you seek in Brian's story, Oversigning, 
on page 21. We would like to know your opinions about oversigning. 
We know the rules permit it, but is it ethical?

Your Excellency, what is the question?

“What one person screwed up the entire 2003 football season by 
throwing a yellow hankie?” 

Are you sure, oh wise one? 

“Never question the power of the Great Carnac. In these matters we 
must defer to that great Western philosopher, Casey Stengel, who would 
say: ‘You can look it up.” 

So we did. And Carnac is right. 

Terry Porter, a name that will live in infamy for Miami fans, is the Big 
12 official who threw the controversial flag in last January's Fiesta Bowl. 
If the flag had not been thrown for pass interference, Miami would have 
beaten Ohio State and won its second straight national championship. 
But the flag gave Ohio State a new life, and the Buckeyes won 31-24 in 
double overtime. 

The debate on whether or not Porter made the right call will go on 
forever. Its impact on the texture and the story lines of the 2003 season 
is indisputable. Consider: 

¢ Had Miami won the national championship, the Hurricanes 
would enter this season with a 35-game winning streak. That would 
have tied them with Toledo (1969-71) for the second-best streak since 
World War II. Miami would have begun the 2003 season knowing that 
a 13-0 record would have broken Oklahoma's all-time winning streak 
of 47 (1953-57). With a schedule that included road trips to Florida 
State, Virginia Tech, and Pittsburgh, the odds would have been 
against the Canes running the table. But it would 
have been a helluva lot of fun to watch. 

* Since the Associated Press starting picking 
national champions in 1936, teams have won 
consecutive titles 10 times. No team has ever won 

three straight AP championships. If Porter does- 

nt throw that flag, Miami would enter this sea- 
son with a chance to become the first. 

* Porter's flag denied the Big East an unprece- 
dented accomplishment in the two major sports. 
In basketball the Big East won the men’s cham- 
pionship (Syracuse), the women's champi- 
onship (Connecticut) and the men’s NIT (St. 
John’s). No conference has ever won all four of 
those titles in a single academic year. 

But let’s look on the brighter side of all this. 
Yes, some history was lost when Porter threw the 
flag at the Fiesta Bowl. But it created another 


its first national championship since 1968. The 
Buckeyes of Jim Tressel were a team of destiny, 
Terry Porter or no Terry Porter. And college 
football is healthier when the Ohio States of 
the world are on top of their game. Even 
Carnac would have to agree with that. 
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DON'T MESS WITH ROY 


How secure is Mark Mangino feeling these days? 

Two years ago Al Bohl was hired as the Kansas athletics director and 
charged with improving the football program. So he fired coach Terry 
Allen with three weeks left in the season and hired Mangino, the for- 
mer offensive coordinator at Oklahoma. 

But there was a problem. Allen was best buddies with Roy Williams, 
the powerful Kansas basketball coach. 

Williams took a little dig at Bohl in the press for firing a coach before 
the season was over. Bohl responded by publicly reminding Williams 
that he was the boss of the athletic department and that Williams 
should stick to coaching basketball. 

Mistake. Big mistake. 

So after brother Roy went to the Final Four for the second straight 
year and was again courted by North Carolina, he suddenly had some 
leverage with the powers that be. Bohl was blown out of Lawrence in 
an effort to get Roy to stay. Mangino, wise man that he is, went pub- 
lic saying that he also wanted Roy to stay. 

None of it worked as on April 14 Williams took the job at North 
Carolina. 

It isn’t fair, but Mangino will now be associated with the exiled Bohl 
and with the departure of Williams. That can’t be good for Mangino 
and a program that hasn’t won a championship since tying for the Big 
Eight ticle in 1968. 


GOODBYE TO THE “CLASSICS” 


We pause here for a moment of silence in memory of the preseason 
“classics” which, in our humble opinion, were anything but. 

Oh, it was a great idea in 1983 when the Kickoff Classic matched 
two great teams from the year before and was the only game of its kind. 
But before you could say “anti-trust” we had classics from sea to shin- 
ing sea. 

What we got was some bad football. Some really, really, bad football. 

So all the classics are now gone, except for The BCA Classic, which 
gets a one-year reprieve because of what happened at Blacksburg, Va., 
in 2001. 

If you'll remember, the mother of all storms washed out the BCA 
Classic between Georgia Tech and Virginia Tech. In the process light- 
ning struck Lee Corso’s rental car. 

“I dont know what a Hokie is, but God’s one of them,” said Corso. 


DO THE MATH 


With the Classics going bye-bye, is a permanent 12th game now as 
certain as Dreamland Sauce on your shirt in Tuscaloosa? 

Four years ago the NCAA passed a rule that allowed teams to sched- 
ule a 12th regular season game in years when there were 14 Saturdays 
between the last weekend in August and the end of November. That 
scheduling quirk happened in 2002 and 2003 and will happen again in 
08, '13, and °14. 

Coaches are not in favor of the 12th game. From their perspective 
it’s just another chance to lose and another chance to get a player 
injured. Besides, there is significant pressure for schools to use the extra 
game to schedule a strong intersectional opponent instead of buying a 
win against Directional Louisiana. 

But athletics directors have bills to pay. And the ones with big stadi- 
ums made an extra $1.5 million or more from the 12th game last sea- 
son and will again this season. Once that money is in the budget, it’s 
hard to give back. 

Ohio State athletics director Andy Geiger says he is philosophically 
against the extra game. But the extra $1.7 million the school makes per 
home game will basically fund three non-revenue sports. 

“Te’s simple,” said Geiger. “Do you want the $1.7 million or not?”

This is Bowden's fifth year at Clemson 
and only once during that span (2000) 
have the Tigers won more than seven 
games. Athletics director Terry Don 
Phillips is in his second year at Clemson 
and was hired, among other reasons, to 
get the football program back near the 
top of the ACC. With Florida State beginning to struggle, it’s time for 
Clemson to make its move. This year it is important for Tommy to 
beat the old man and contend for the ACC championship.

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THAT'S “COACH CEO” TO YOU 

Last summer, Nebraska Coach Frank Solich attended a dinner of 
some financial heavy-hitters in Omaha. Seated next to him was David 
Sokol, chairman of the MidAmerican Energy Corp. The two men hit it 
off. When Sokol said “let me know if I can ever help,” Solich decided to 
take him up on it and enrolled in CEO class. 

So all of last season Solich was getting tips behind the scenes from 
Sokol. How to be a better manager of people. How to delegate author- 
ity. You know, stuff Tom Osborne did in his sleep but Solich had to think 
about. 

The schooling didn’t help with the product on the field as Nebraska 
posted a 7-7 record, its worst since Osborne was a sapling. 

But Solich’s CEO training did come in handy when he had to make 
some major changes on his coaching staff, something unheard of in a 
land where coaching continuity is next to godliness. 

In an unprecedented move, Solich let six assistants go and brought in 
new offensive and defensive coordinators. He's given up the play calling, 
but says he'll still wear a headset. With Sokol’s urging he will become 
more of a manager of the program rather than trying to keep his hands 
on everything. He's given up some control, something no coach likes to 
do. 

“My first instinct was to try and do it all,” said Solich. “Its hard to 
admit you can't do that.” 

We applaud his efforts to improve, but a word to the wise, Coach 
Frank. Lose seven games again and even Dr. Phil ain't gonna be able to 
bail you out. 


REALITY CHECK 

Speaking of Nebraska, our old buddy, state senator Ernie Chambers, 
is up to his shenanigans again. 

Last spring Senator Chambers introduced his 999th bill calling for 
Nebraska’s football players to be paid. The bill actually had more fine 
print than a health club contract, meaning that it will do exactly zilch to 
help student-athletes. But it made for good copy and kept ol’ Ernie in 
the spotlight. 

Actually, Senator Chambers believes the school should be allowed to 
decide which athletes should be paid. 

Yo, Senator! It’s called Title IX! 

As soon as the first Nebraska football player gets a check that the 
women’s basketball player doesn’t get, the university will be hit by a fed- 
eral lawsuit faster than you can say “Martha Burk.” 

Yes, players in need should get something more than just the room, 
board and books provided by a scholarship. It’s called the Full Cost of 
Attendance. Many academic scholarships are calculated in that fashion, 
with an allowance given for incidental expenses based on the cost of liv- 
ing of the city involved. 

The athletic scholarship should be changed to reflect the full cost of 
attendance. Says who? Says Miles Brand, the new president of the 
NCAA. 

“Tf players want to be paid for their participation in athletics there is a 
vehicle for that,” said Brand. “It’s called the professional leagues. I am not 
in favor of paying players. But I do think we need to look at the full cost 
of attendance.”

Florida State compliance director Bob Minnix did the initial inter- 
views of Adrian McPherson when rumors began to surface that the Semi- 
nole quarterback might be gambling on football. Minnix, however, 
admitted to authorities last spring that he didn't take any notes of the 
interviews. Minnix was concerned that the notes would become subject 
to the state’s liberal open records laws. 

The Tallahassee police, who conducted the investigation on possible 
gambling on campus, were not amused and gave Minnix and Florida 
State a verbal dressing-down. 

“These people are state employees. They work for us,” said Barbara 
Peterson, who heads a watchdog group for public records accessibility. 
“We have a right to know what they're doing and how they're doing it.”

Dr. Spanier seemed 
to have this silly notion that guys who have been kicked out of school on 
charges of sexual assault probably aren't the best people to represent Penn 
State.

Philip Rivers, QB, N.C. State 


Go ahead and make fun of his throwing motion. But 
in three seasons this guy has thrown for 8,993 yards, 61 
touchdowns, and has been the focal point of what is 
becoming a very good football program under Chuck 
Amato. 

Last year the Wolfpack started 9-0 and lost games to 
Georgia Tech, Maryland, and Virginia by a combined 15 
points. But then they beat Florida State for the second 
straight year (something that no other ACC team has 
done) and then knocked off Notre Dame in the Gator 
Bowl to finish 11-3. 

Rivers is back for his senior year and focused on deliv- 
ering the school’s first ACC championship since 1979. 


Mac McWhorter, offensive line coach, Texas 


After three straight double-digit losses to Oklahoma, Longhorn coach Mack Brown must find a way to 
beat the Sooners in 2003. So Texas will go back to the basics and try to toughen up its running game. 

In the last two losses to Oklahoma, Texas has rushed for only 80 yards on 60 carries. The Sooners played 
smash mouth while the Longhorns tried finesse. Smash mouth works better. 

Enter McWhorter, who replaces Tim Nunez as the chief of the big uglies up front. McWhorter, an old 
Georgia lineman himself, has worked wonders at Georgia, Clemson, Georgia Tech and Alabama. And the 
guy’s a leader. When George O'Leary departed for his cup of coffee at Notre Dame in 2001, McWhorter 
was Georgia Tech’s interim head coach and led the Yellow Jackets to a win in the Seattle Bowl over Tyrone 
Willingham’s Stanford team. 

“T like this guy,” said Brown of McWhorter. “He's going to give us something we really need.” 

The man you see smiling is junior tailback Cedric Benson, who ran for 1,293 yards behind a soft offen- 
sive line in 2002. This group will not be soft.

hen a referee surveys the football field 
WW: can count more than 11 helmets 

of the same color, his hand goes 
straight for the yellow flag. 

Illegal participation — too many men on 
the field — is a common enough call on a 
given Saturday in the fall when the college 
game is going strong. 

Come winter, however, those flags stay in 
their pockets. 

College football recruiting, it seems, is a dif- 
ferent game, one in which the limit of 25 play- 
ers per incoming signing class is more of a 
guideline than a set-in-stone mandate from the 
NCAA. 

To be certain, no team will bring in more 
than 25 players in a class, and no team will be 
allowed to exceed the 85-player limit of schol- 
arships allowed per Division I-A institution. So 
why are there so many recruiting classes that 
exceed the limit? 

It’s called oversigning, and it’s a perfectly 
legal practice allowed by NCAA rules and abet- 
ted by techniques like juco placement and so- 
called “greyshirting.” There's a quiet debate, 
however, over whether it’s perfectly ethical. 

Some coaches do it with abandon, others 
proceed with caution, and others don't do it at 
all. 

Ir’s an accepted practice, though, that faces 
little challenge. Further, there are reasons to 
believe oversigning is beneficial; it allows teams 
to maintain their full contingent of players, 
thus maximizing the number of student-ath- 
letes reaping the benefits that come with a col- 
lege football scholarship. 

Yet some programs apply the practice in a 
way that raises a number of red flags, leading 
some to say that when a team oversigns, the 
players are the ones who get penalized.

NEW MATH: 
why teams oversign, 
why teams don't 

University of Memphis head coach Tommy 
West knew that a working knowledge of Xs 
and Os, along with some leadership skills, were 
prerequisites to his chosen career path of col- 
lege coaching. He never knew hed become a 
part-time guidance counselor, too. 

He knows how to interpret a transcript and 
what evidence to look for when evaluating a 
prospect's chance of qualifying academically. 

“You look at tardies, grades, you get a good 
idea if a player will make it or not,” West says. 
“T didn’t know it, but it’s become that. Every 
(high) school is different. Some are really hard 
academically and a 2.5 there means a bunch. 
You figure he might make the test score. But 
youre rolling the dice. You bet on it, but how 
do you know? You better know what you are 
dealing with.” 

The fickle whims of high school football 
stars are well-documented, but when com- 
bined with the fact that their academic status is 
sometimes difficult to pin down, it becomes 
clearer why oversigning is an exception that the 
NCAA allows. 

“They have to (allow it), to keep the num- 
bers at 85,” West says. “Because unless you 
drop all academic requirements, (if) I have four 
slip away and now I'm at 81. How do you 
know if they aren't going to qualify? I don’t 
have a crystal ball.” 

Irs a process that has existed since schools 
were first limited in the number of scholarships 
they could hand out, according to Damani 
Leech, an NCAA associate director of mem- 
bership services. 

“Tt allows them to exceed the limit as long as 
they don't end up with more than the maxi- 
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mum 25,” Leech says. “Institutions are allowed 
to hedge their bets, so to speak. A lot of times 
until that final day of signing they don’t know 
exactly who's coming.” 

Oversigning can even occur when a team signs 
fewer than 25 players in a class, because teams 
often have to be aware of attrition among upper- 
classmen, for a variety of reasons. West entered last 
spring with 91 players but knew that by the fall 
hed lose several players to academic issues. 

“Usually we oversign enough so that we 
don't end up short when all the dust clears,” 
says South Carolina defensive tackles coach 
Paul Lounsberry. “We realize that some on the 
team may not make it. It’s a liquid number that 
you have to play around with.” 

Tennessee coach Phil Fulmer signed 22 this 
past February. He says he could have signed 
two more players but was saving some scholar- 
ships for deserving walk-ons. 

Still, he sees the value of oversigning. 

“T think it's OK. We would do that,” Fulmer 
says. “Because you're able to place kids in junior 
college or prep school and get them back. It’s 
not something we've done much, but I think 
its an OK way to do things. We've kept it to a 
minimum, but when we have, guys have come 
back and done quite well.” 

Oklahoma State coach Les Miles and his 
staff signed 31 players in February. 

“This is easily the best recruiting class we've 
had since I’ve been here,” says Miles of his third 
class as the Cowboys’ head coach. “I’ve been at 
Michigan, Colorado, and I think it compares 
favorably to a number of great recruiting classes 
I saw at those places.” 

So what happens to the extra players? 
Coaches have several options when trimming 
down to the allowed numbers of 25 and 85, 
and the two most popular are sending acade- 
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mic non-qualifiers to junior colleges (ideally to 
be retrieved in two years), and scholarship 
deferral, Coaches commonly ask borderline 
prospects to enroll the following January. This 
practice, called “greyshirting,” forces the player 
to miss out on the fall, but he gets in an extra 
spring practice without losing eligibility. 

Miles’ class includes an unusually large num- 
ber of players who will have to defer or attend 
junior college, but the coach says it’s something 
those players understood up front. 

“We try to identify the best people we can,” 
Miles says. “If some are good people and 
deserve an opportunity to be at a four-year col- 
lege, we get them. If they can't get in we send 
them to a junior college with the 
opportunity to get them back in 
two years. Not only that, but we've 
signed some who qualified though 
they weren't predicted to.” 

That's a good thing, but doesn’t 
that point to the danger involved in 
oversigning? “Well, it’s their 
responsibility to qualify, but if they 
don’t, we'll have a plan for them,” Miles says. 
“They realize this school is looking forward to 
bringing them back in two years.” 

Miles says he actually ran out of room and 
responsibly cut off recruiting. He adds that the 
practice is mandatory because of academic reg- 
ulations, and he sees no reason to curtail over- 
signing. 

“How do you determine (academic status)?” 
Miles says. “The teacher said he was taking 
enough courses, but he doesn’t qualify. What 
are you supposed to do, eat that scholarship? 
That doesn’t make sense to me, and not to the 
players, either. My way of thinking, you can 
only have 25. We all know that, and we abide 
by those rules. You're better off being allowed 
to recruit aggressively until the final day. 

“We're committed to everyone we sign. We 
may not bring them all in with that freshman 
class, but they have an opportunity to come 
back to Oklahoma State, just on an extended 
timeline.” 

West empathizes and says oversigning is a 
tool that can be used for all the right reasons. 

“You talk about hard. Balancing these num- 
bers is hard,” West says. “If I cut my assistants 
loose they'd sign 50! That's their job. My job is 
to say no, we're done at that position. You 
know you can't be over, because one thing 
you're never going to do is sign up a player and 
then tell him he can’t come.” 


OVER BITE 


There is a flip side to the issue. All those 
numbers on paper are real people who can get 
hurt by the process. 

Tennessee high school football coach Carl- 
ton Flatt has seen it. 
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Flatt, the coach at Nashville-area power 
Brentwood Academy, understands that attri- 
tion from injuries and transfers happens in 
football and that schools need to keep their ros- 
ters full. But he’s also seen what happens when 
colleges coyet one too many and later decide to 
make a change. 

“T had a child pushed out, and I didn’t like 
that at all,” Flatt says. “There's still some resent- 
ment over that.” 

He declines to identify the player by name, 
but says he was a kicker in the early "90s who 
signed with Florida State and played one sea- 
son. But when the Seminoles had three kickers 
in camp, they decided one had to go.

Another high school coach in north Missis- 
sippi tells a story about one of his players who 
got pushed out in a regime change. 

According to the coach, who asked that nei- 
ther he nor the player be identified, an SEC 
school hired a new coach who was more inter- 
ested in bringing on board his own players than 
dealing with the players left by the former staff. 
The player was one of seven whose scholarships 
were rescinded. 

The coach says he was told it had nothing to 
do with any irregularity, but that the new staff 
simply didn’ feel the player was talented enough 
to play at the school. 

“When you take a job, you 
inherit what's there,” the coach 
says. “You're talking about 18- and

“They withdrew his scholarship on the last 
day they could do it,” Flatt says. “I called coach 
(Bobby) Bowden to get his side of the story, but 
they never called me back. I’m not happy with 
those people today. (The player) went to 
another school. He was lucky because his fam- 
ily could afford to pay his way. It would have 
been a real tragedy if they hadn’t been able to 
afford (tuition).” 

Florida State coaches have since returned to 
the talent-rich Tennessee school, but not with- 
out hearing from Flatt. 

“T told them I wanted them to know I was 
doing my best not to have hard feelings, 
because I didn’t want my feelings to interfere 
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now than the original premise on 
which it was based.” 

Even high school coaches who haven't had a 
direct experience with oversigning are wary of 
what it could mean to their players. 

“I think they're banking on the fact they'll 
get the best of both worlds,” says Bill Blanken- 
ship, head football coach at Tulsa Union. 
“They'll sign some kids and be able to put 
them in junior college. But if that doesn’t hap- 
pen, then someone's going to get to have that 
private conference where the coach tells them 
they can’t play there, they have to go some- 
where else.” 

Dennis Dunn has had a number of highly 
recruited players at Shreveport’s Evangel Chris- 
tian School and deals with several college pro- 
grams each year. 

“(Oversigning) hasn't affected any of our 
kids so far, so I haven't really thought about it, 
but if it did ever affect me negatively I would 
have an opinion,” Dunn says. “It’s a crap shoot 
really when colleges do it. Say you sign 27 and 
all of them qualify. You've got problems. Then 
here you go trying to figure out what to do, and 
someone gets hurt. It brings up interesting 
thoughts for me.” 

Oversigning presents coaches with myriad 
temptations they wouldnt face if it didn’t exist. 
Older players teetering on the brink of acade- 
mic failure might get more tutoring instead of 
being shoved out the door for the next available 
freshman. And nothing prevents the use of 
oversigning as a ticket to free positive publicity 
of a top-rated recruiting class from the multi- 
tude of media, who often don’t take into 
account that five members of a 30-player class 
wont see the field next fall. 

Despite the fact that a letter-of-intent 
implies a commitment, there are no guarantees 
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that a player who ends up in a junior col- 
lege will be welcomed back to his original 


“That's very common,” says Pasadena 
City College coach Tom Maher, who oper- 
ates within the vast California junior col- 
lege system. Many of his players go on to 
successful Division I-A careers, but some 
never get that chance, 

“Kentucky placed a kid here,” Maher 


says, not revealing the player's name. “A 
cornerback who wasn’t fast enough. We 
had to move him to safety. They didn’t 
want him back.” 

Schools have no obligation to honor 
that original letter of intent. 

“Most of the time they want them back, 
but sometimes they don’t develop,” says 
Northwest Mississippi Community Col- 
lege coach Bobby Franklin. 

Yet Franklin says there are some coaches 
who arent initially sure ofa player’s quality 
and will try to send a player off to junior 
college to see if he develops. 

“Sometimes they try to put one off on 
you,” Franklin says. “Everyone's evaluation 
is a little different, but we only want the 
players (placed here) that were highly 
recruited to start with.” 

Ir’s scenarios like these that make some 
college coaches — and entire conferences 
— cautious about oversigning. 

Former Florida assistant Jim Collins 
went with boss Steve Spurrier to the Wash- 
ington Redskins last year, but says that 
during his time in college he, and the 
entire Florida staff, avoided oversigning. 

“We didn't make a practice of doing it,” 
says Collins, who was at Florida for 12 years. 
“Our general policy was not to oversign. 

“The athletic director and coach 
Spurrier felt that once we'd made a com- 
mitment to a player it lasted. We had asked 
them to commit to us; in turn ours to 
them had to be solid also. Spurrier’s phi- 
losophy was always if you're in our pro- 
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gram, going to class, working as hard as 
you can to get your degree and doing 
everything you can to be the best football 
player you can be, then whether you're an 
All-American or a good scout team player, 
our commitment should stand.” 

But Collins, in a statement that sums up 
exactly why coaches across the country 
oversigned this season and will continue to 


do it in the future, remembers just one

year the Gators did oversign: “I believe we 
had the highest-rated recruiting class in the 
nation that year.” 

Fulmer says moderation is the key. 

“You see sometimes teams go eight or 
10 over, and only a couple work out,” he 
says. “That's not healthy for anyone — the 
image of the school and the program or 
the player.” 

It was for these reasons that the Big Ten 
banned oversigning for years before only 
recently capitulating to conference coaches 
and allowing them a limited access to the 
rule. 

“T think it was a student-athlete welfare 
issue,” says Sue Lister, associate commis- 
sioner of the Big Ten. “In the minds of our 
faculty representatives, if oversigning takes 
place it becomes a question of, ‘How's the 
attrition going to take place? Are they 
going to run kids off the team?’ That's 
something the faculty representatives are 
strongly against. The welfare of the stu- 
dent-athlete is considered above any com- 
petitive edge oversigning might give you.” 

But other conferences were using 
against the Big Ten in various ways. The 
most obvious was their ability to sign players 
who would have to go on to junior college. 

Even though these scholarships mean 
nothing in two years when the player is 
ready to re-sign somewhere, the connection 
the player already has established with the 
school usually holds. 

Players who leave haven't always been 
forced out, either. Some Big Ten football

Clause #19 (If Coach Leaves clause) from official National Letter of Intent 
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coaches made this case to conference officials, 
and starting with the last recruiting class were 
granted the ability to sign three over the maxi- 
mum number allowed. 

“Football is a larger pool of players, so there's 
more natural attrition,” Lister says. “That's why 
we decided to allow what we allow now, three 
over the maximum. Schools will be accounting 
for any non-renewal of scholarships.” 

New Big Ten head coach John L. Smith 
recently jumped from Louisville in Conference 
USA to Michigan State, but he says 
the new restrictions he faces are fine. 

“Normally you can’t oversign 
more than the Big Ten allows us to, 
anyway,” Smith says. “Too much 
oversigning will make you a roller 
coaster football team. Why would 
you want to try to sign 28? Because 
after a while you'll have to have a 
much smaller class, and you'll go 
from 28 seniors to eight or 10, and you're only 
as good as your seniors. The only time a coach 
wants to do that is when he’s under pressure to 
win now, and he needs to fill the cupboard just 
to save his job.” 

Indiana coach Gerry DiNardo says his 
school pushed for the legislation to allow Big 
Ten schools to oversign shortly after he arrived. 

“I would say someone could be ill-intended 
with or without this rule (against oversigning),” 
says DiNardo, who previously coached at both 
LSU, a school that regularly oversigns, and 
Vanderbilt, one that doesn't. “Preventing it 
doesn’t make a bad person good, and allowing 
it doesn’t make a good person bad. | maintain 
that I don't know any coach who would run a 
player off. Besides, even without oversigning I 
could still run players off if I was like that.” 

Lister says the league plans to closely moni- 
tor the new policy to see if it is abused and 
whether or not the rule needs to expand to 
other sports. She says the conference stands by 
the original sentiment expressed when it 
banned oyersigning more than a decade ago. 

“You make a lot of promises when you ask 
someone to come play for you,” Lister says. 
“There should be something that binds you to 
that.” 
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Considering the Big Ten’s recent capitula- 
tion, it’s doubtful other conferences will ever 
ban or limit oversigning. 

“Every once in a while the issue pops up,” 
says Mike Matthews, the assistant commis- 
sioner of the Pac-10. “I know the Big Ten made 
a rule against it, but they loosened it up a bit. I 
have no strong feeling either way about it. It’s 
allowed by NCAA rules. It’s up to each institu- 
tion to work through the process. There's a lot 
of reasons why it’s allowed beyond academics.” 


Yet there are a handful of schools, like Van- 
derbilt, that are severely limited in their access 
to the rule because of high academic standards. 

“People oversign because they want a guar- 
antee they'll get (25),” Vanderbilt coach Bobby 
Johnson says. “There's always a danger that 
you'll get right down to the end and there’s one 
guy youre saving a scholarship for who's not 
telling you until signing day what he’s going to 
do. You've got to save a scholarship, because if 
you have 25 committed and he comes, too,

you've got 26, and since all of them will get in 
here there’s no way we can reduce it. It makes 
it a little tougher on us.” 

Yet even the Commodores aren't ready to 
toss it overboard. “I agree with it,” Johnson 
says. “It sort of protects (other schools) and 
gives them a chance to get a full class. As long 
as they have 25 in the end, they are working 
within the rules.” 

But say the NCAA one day bans oversign- 
ing? “I wouldn't cry over it,” Johnson says flatly. 
“T think it would help us.” 

SEC associate commissioner Greg Sankey 
says his league keeps constant watch on all 
recruiting issues. 

“Its being talked about and monitored by 
the league, but it’s obviously not something 
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we've set a formal policy on at this time,” 
Sankey says. “Those issues have been discussed, 
although I’m not sure about specifics. It’s some- 
thing I know is a topic of conversation. It’s dis- 
cussed among faculty athletic representatives. I 
think it’s an issue we'll continue to monitor, 
and one that should continue to be discussed 
nationally, also.” 

Leech says the NCAA doesn’t have an opin- 
ion on the issue because it’s legal and because it 
has not faced any challenges. Every time a rule 
is questioned, the NCAA comes up 
with an interpretation for the given 
situation. He knows of no interpre- 
tations of the oversigning rule, lead- 
ing him to conclude that it hasn't 
been questioned much. He knows of 
no proposals before the NCAA seek-

Coaches interviewed for this story 
rush to add that no coach wants to 
ask a player to leave, whether he’s a victim of 
oversigning or not. 

“Its our fault,” West says. “We evaluated 
him and we recruited him. It was our failing 
that he didn’t reach the level he needed (to 
play). So I always find another place (school) 
for him to play.” 

Fulmer says attrition happens, and it isn’t 
always because a coach wants to make room for 
Parade All-Americans. 

“There's a lot of reasons someone might not 
be in your program,” he says. “A lot of times it’s 
homesickness, or personal problems at home. 
Things that are nobody’s fault. Everyone wants 
to make like you're running him off. | don't 
know a coach in the country that doesn’t want 
everyone he’s signed to have success.” 

Lounsberry says the bottom line is that very 
few coaches abuse the rule, but many schools 
benefit from it. 

“There's a place for oversigning, and I think 
it’s a positive thing,” Lounsberry says. “I dont 
know how you could abuse it. What are you 
going to do, tell a good player you don’t have 
room for him?” 

And the players who aren't making the cut? 

“A lot of times these guys leave anyway 
because they know they aren't going to play,” 
Lounsberry says. “It’s not that youre running 
them out. They realize they're not going to play.” 

In the end, perhaps the best philosophy — 
the one those players and their families are 
banking on from their future coaches — is the 
one West espouses. Not because it helps make 
his team a bowl contender, but because it helps 
him sleep soundly at night. 

“Our thing is: do right by a young man,” 
West says. “You've got to look yourself in the 
mirror. I’ve got a son, too. If you offer and he 
commits to you, by George you're expected to 
live up to your end.”

If you did not have to work on college football Saturday and could 
just be a fan, what game would you most want to see? 

Herhbstreit: Of course being an Ohio State alum and the fact that the 
rivalry continues to be one of the greatest in all of sports, the Ohio State 
vs. Michigan game is one I would love to attend. As far as flat-out great 
atmosphere year in and year out, its Oklahoma vs. Texas in the Red 
River Shootout, which we have been to the last two years, where the 
atmosphere is unprecedented. You have half the stadium crimson and 
the other half burnt orange, split right down the middle. It is amazing to 
see that. And the other one is Miami vs. Florida State. What's interesting 
with that is that it would have to be at the Orange Bowl. If you never 
attended it, it isa game I suggest going to because it has kind of an urban 
flair. I don’t know if you have ever been to an inner-city (basketball) high 
school game when someone goes up for a big dunk and the whole arena 
goes “wooooo000,” that is how it is at the Orange Bowl when they have 
big hits. It’s the college football version of the Black Hole with the Oak- 
land Coliseum.

Blaudschun: I would say the Auburn vs. Alabama game or Texas ys. 
OU game. 

Murphy: I love that question. I took off the 1999 season from SI and 
spent a season with a DIII program in the middle of Minnesota. So my 
answer would be, I would go to a St. John’s home game, preferably the 
St. Thomas game — their archrival — to soak up the college game in its 
purest form. The smell of the “johnnie bread”, baked fresh by the Bene- 
dictine monks everyday. The site of the Natural Bowl, though ir’ a litde 
less natural since they put in field turf last year. With the DIII game you 
sacrifice some size and speed but it is worth it. There is a little less 
urgency in the air and it is fun to fly beneath the radar. 

Barnhart: Florida vs. Georgia in Jacksonville. 

Light: Either an Alabama vs. Auburn or Texas vs. Texas A&M 
that had National Title ramifications. Either one of those games 
late in the year ... | don't think it would get any better than that. 


Which programs would you consider sleeping giants? 

Ramsey: If you would have asked me this question a year ago, 
my pick was Georgia. I think that turned out pretty well because 
they were a “sleeping giant” a year ago, and they proved it. Not 
a lot of people had them ranked in the Top 5, and I picked them 
in the Top 5 in what was kind of my own unauthorized poll. 

Blaudschun: They were good a couple years ago but have 
fallen off, but for what they have, North Carolina is a sleeping 
giant. And also Virginia. From what I know, with Al Groh 
recruiting they could make a run to shake up Florida State a lit- 
tle bit in the ACC. 

Murphy: Michigan State. To me with the tradition they have 
there, the conference they are in, and the population centers they 
are not too far from, I think Michigan State could be very good 
very soon. And I am keeping an eye on Missouri. | think Coach 
(Gary) Pinkel is really talented and I love their quarterback (Brad 
Smith). It seems like they have been so close for so long, but they 
actually still have a pretty proud tradition. 
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Barnhart: Michigan State. 

Light: I think a team like 
Virginia can be a dominant 
team in the ACC. Al Groh has 
recruited extremely well so far 
and they had a great year with 
so many young players last 
year, I think they can chal- 
lenge Florida State every year 
for ACC titles and be a Top 10 
team. 


What would you consider 
the best coaching job in 
America? The best situa- 
tion to be a coach in? 

Ramsey: It is hard to argue 
with what Tyrone Willingham 
has at Notre Dame, although 
he left a great institution in 
Stanford. The other might be 
Florida. Out West you have 
Washington and USC that 
have long-tenured winning traditions. Also, Tennessee. I worked a game 
down there and it is mind-boggling how many people show up to watch 
a Tennessee game. And Michigan; you can’t exclude them because of who 
they are. 

Blaudschun: Florida. 

Herbstreit: | don’t know if you can come up with just one. You'd prob- 
ably have to come up with a top five. I would say Notre Dame, USC, Ohio 
State, Tennessee and Texas. 

Blackledge: I would say Miami because of the wealth of talent right 
in their backyard. I think it gives them a superior advantage over other 
teams in their conference. 

Moran: I don’t think there really is one anymore. Maybe it is a con- 
sistent Ivy League program — in terms of being able to teach the game 
and make a difference with players and have the type of experience you 
want to talk about at the 25-year reunion down the road. 

Light: Florida and Texas are probably right up there. They both have 
great programs, great fans, and both are good academic institutions so 
you can sell that as well. Those are, in my opinion, the two premier jobs 
in the country. 

Murphy: It has to be Notre Dame. The very syllables running off your 
lips conjure positive images of excellence, whether or not the school has 
lately lived up to it. If you put the right person in the Notre Dame job 
it is just an equation looking for the variable and right now Notre Dame 
has the right variable. They are going to be great again, very soon. 

Barnhart: The University of Florida. 


Do you think there is a style difference from conference to con- 
ference? 

Blaudschun: Yeah. The Big Ten, and this is a cliché, their style is 
more physical whereas the SEC is more speed. As a whole they generally 
recruit differently and play differently. 

Herbstreit: Yes. I think systems become trendy for three or four years 
then the other side of the ball catches up. The things that were popular 
maybe 10 or 15 years ago all of a sudden come back. What you see 
within the conferences if you were to break it down, is that out West, in 
the Pac-10, it is kind of like the WAC used to be when I was a kid — 
teams with great quarterbacks, great passing games and they throw the 
ball all over the place and they play average defense. Right now, I think 
the Big 12 has emerged as the premier conference because they can do a 
variety of things on offense, They can run or throw and they have dom- 
inating defenses. I still think to be considered a great team or a great con- 
ference it goes right back to defense. You have to be able to play great 
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defense. And I think that is why the Big 12, in the last couple of years, 
has emerged as the power conference in college football. 1 think the Big 
Ten is starting to pick up some ground because their defense also 
improved this year. 

Ramsey: Absolutely. You look at the SEC; you have a larger student- 
athlete on the offensive and defensive lines. The kids are a little bit bigger. 
In the Big Ten and Big 12, you are going to see that running the football 
is going to be very important. Then you go out West and you have a 
bunch of speed on the periphery with defensive backs, wide receivers, 
quarterbacks and running backs that can come out of the backfield and 
catch the ball. The linemen don't appear to be as big, top to bottom, as 
maybe an SEC school or a Big 12 school in Texas or Oklahoma. 

Blackledge: There is still a little bit of that but not nearly as much 
as there used to be. I think there is still more of an emphasis on running 
the football in the Big Ten than there is in the Pac-10 because when you 
get into late October or November you aren't going to be guaranteed 
good throwing weather. But it is not like it used to be where it was the 
brawn of the Big Ten versus the flash of the Pac-10. There are a lot more 
people doing similar things than there ever used to be. 

Light: I think that isa little overblown. For the most part, teams in all 
leagues try to do the same thing. You've got to be big and physical, you've 
got to run the ball and stop the run and you have to have speed. The SEC 
has a lot of speed, the Big Ten is known for being more physical, but | 
think for the most part the level 
of play is pretty much the same. 


Who is the best college 
football player you have 
seen in the last 10 years? 

Moran: Orlando Pace. | 
honestly thought that if Ohio 
State had been able to beat 
Michigan that year he would 
have had a real shot at winning 
the Heisman. He did things 
that players ac that position 
should not be capable of doing. 

Blackledge: Michael Vick. 

Herbstreit: Michael Vick, 
without a question. He is basi- 
cally a tailback who can throw 
the ball 75-80 yards with accu- 
racy. He is by far the most elec- 
tric and dominating player that 
I have seen in the last 10 years. 

Ramsey: Carson Palmer 
put on an exhibition last year. | 
was thoroughly impressed with 
his game and what he did. | 
remember watching Orlando 
Pace on film, and I saw him 
squash people. And there's 
Charles Woodson at Michigan. 
I thought he was an absolutely 
stellar athlete who could run, 
jump, and catch the ball. 
LaDainian ‘Tomlinson 
pretty good. He was the full- 
package guy. 

Light: I would probably say 
Michael Vick. I remember see- 
ing him as a redshirt freshman 
and just being amazed at his 
skill level. He did everything 
well. 
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If you could have the best player in the country at one position 
other than quarterback, which position would you choose? 

Barnhart: Defensive tackle because a defensive tackle, if he’s a great 
one, a real great one — we are talking Leroy Selmon-great — has a 
chance to dictate what the other team can do more than any single 
player, other than the quarterback. 

Ramsey: It would be center. I want a guy who controls the line of 
scrimmage and can make a lot of the line calls and not burden the quar- 
terback with making those line calls. And next, of course, would be a 
great wide receiver. I think I'd choose a center before a wide receiver. 

Moran: Outside linebacker. I am talking about a Lawrence Taylor- 
type. If you could have that caliber of an athlete and have the ability to 
turn him loose from that position, I think that player would have the 
greatest impact. 

Blaudschun: | would take an outside linebacker. When you have an 
outstanding outside linebacker, you make the other team change the 
entire game plan because of that one player. It has been awhile, but when 
Lawrence Taylor went to North Carolina, people had to change every- 
thing around him and it certainly proved true when he was in the NFL 
with the Giants. When you have a truly great linebacker, that is a tough 
position to handle. 

Murphy: Give me a monster down linemen that is going to create 
havoc, beat double-teams and get sacks on his own. I thought Ohio 
State's ability to disrupt Miami's offensive line had everything to do with 
that upset. 

Blackledge: | think I'd want to have the best defensive tackle. I'd 
want someone who can be a total disrupter on the inside and pressure 
the quarterback. 

Herbstreit: I would take corners. If you can find corners who can 
cover people, it allows you defensively to come up with some schemes 
and take some chances and be pretty creative with your packages because 
of the flexibility of feeling confident that your corners can cover some 
wide receivers in man-to-man situations. If you have that with a defense 
then that is going to allow you to do a lot of things. 


Who do you consider to be the best X's and O's coach in the game? 

Herbstreit: Offensively | 
would pick two guys — Walt 
Harris at Pittsburgh for his 
offensive play-calling ability 
and Ralph Friedgen at Mary- 
land for the same reason, his 
ability to put a game plan 
together and call plays. And 
Mike Bellotti (at Oregon). If 
you look at all the offensive 
coordinators over the years 
that have come through 
Eugene, it all started with 
Mike Bellotti. He has an 
aggressive nature with the play 
calling, which I appreciate. 
Defensively, I'd say Bob and 
Mike Stoops at Oklahoma. 

Ramsey: I think some guys 
are really good on offense, 
some guys are really good on 
defense. Nick Saban is pretty 
good. Pete Carroll is an X and 
O guy. Phil Fulmer is an X and O guy. I would be remiss to say Larry 
Coker is not an X and O. With what he achieved with his team, you have 
to be a good X and O guy. 

Moran: Given the role that head coaches have now it is more of a staff 
thing than one guy. I think (Joe) Paterno and his staff are as good as any- 
body. I know there are a lot of people in Pennsylvania that will raise their 
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eyebrows at that because it has been fashionable to say Joe has lost it (but) 
I still think Joe and his staff do as good a job as anybody. 

Blaudschun: Bob Stoops. | 
would not want to go against 
him in a game. 

Blackledge: I like Mike 
Bellotti at Oregon on offense. | 
like Bob Stoops on defense, the 
way they get after people. | 
think Pete Carroll and his staff 
have done a really nice job. 

Murphy: Oklahoma defen- 
sive coordinator Mike Stoops. 

Barnhart: The coach of the 
Washington Redskins right 
now (Steve Spurrier). Other 
than that, Lou Holtz. 

Light: I think the Okla- 
homa staff as a whole, with 
Mike Stoops as the defensive 
coordinator and Bob as the 
head coach, have about as well- 
prepared a team as you'll see 
week in and week out. 


Do the recruiting scandals 
that keep surfacing hurt the 
game, and specifically do 
they tarnish the image of a 
conference like the SEC? 

Murphy: It is hard to quan- 
tify how much it hurts, but I 
think Americans have a thresh- 
old for disgust. Even diehard 
college football fans have a dis- 
gust threshold and we've been 
up around the threshold for a 
little too long. 

Herbstreit: When it hap- 
pens in bunches it really hurts 
a conference collectively, like 
what has happened in the SEC 
over the last two years. Instead 
of counting how many schools 
that are either on probation or being investigated, we are counting how 
many schools are not being investigated or on probation. When you have 
that, you have a problem. 

Ramsey: Any recruiting scandal hurts a team, hurts a conference, and 
hurts the governing body of the NCAA. The institutions have to be bet- 
ter at self-policing themselves and reporting themselves. That is what it 
boils down to. 

Blaudschun: [ think recruiting scandals tarnish the game, but I don’t 
think they affect the game. I think fans move past it and they deal with 
it and just want to see quality play. I don’t think the public cares that 
much. I have maintained this for years: If you have documented any 
school that cheated like mad, that school’s fans don’t care that they 
cheated. They just want them to play winning football. 

Barnhart: They do tarnish the image of a conference because most 
people don't know the specifics; they watch it from afar and draw their 
own conclusions. It hurts because people use specific cases and draw vast 
generalizations about leagues and conferences, and that is never good for 
a conference. 

Light: It definitely tarnishes the national image of a conference like the 
SEC. I think people look at the league like a bunch of outlaws. I think 


it hurts the game and is one of the major issues facing college football. 
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What is the most intimidating venue for a visiting team? 

Herbstreit: A night game at Lane Stadium (Virginia Tech). It is pretty 
scary. I would also say when Florida or Tennessee are really good, it is 
tough to go into the Swamp or Neyland Stadium. Don’t forget the 12th 
man at Texas A&M. 

Blackledge: I think Lincoln, Nebraska has to be up there. I think the 
Swamp is one because of the noise and the heat. I know everybody says 
LSU, but I have never done a game there at night, and the games that 
I've done there, I can see it isa great place, but I haven't sensed what peo- 
ple say about it. I was also impressed with Auburn. 

Ramsey: Tennessee. Also Husky Stadium (at Washington) is not a 
pleasant place to play. Eugene, Ore., has turned into a pretty difficult 
place to play for opposing teams. 

Blaudschun: As far as the venue and the quality of the team, | think 
it is pretty hard to win at Miami, obviously. I think Florida Field is pretty 
tough, as well. 

Moran: Tennessee in the one that comes to mind. Not just because of 
the numbers, although obviously it’s pretty impressive, but the layout of 
the stadium and the fact that the noise comes straight down. I’ve also 
been there when they played a game a night and most of the people 
seemed very well-lubricated with Tennessee products, and that doesn't 
hurt the noise level either. 

Murphy: I haven't been there in about 10 years, but I still remember 
the smell of bourbon at LSU. LSU at night has been the most wide-eyed 
I have ever been watching a game. | thought I was intimidated watching 
the game, but I had to sort of navigate the campus to get back to my car 
afterwards. You have to be careful or else you are going to step in some 
frat boy’s vomit. 

Barnhart: A night game at Florida. 

Light: I'd say Florida is pretty tough. Any stadium you pick with a 
night game is usually more intimidating. So maybe a night game at 


Florida Field. 
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Are there too many bowls in your opinion? 

Barnhart: If you are a rank-and-file fan there are too many bowls 
because you don’t understand what they mean. If you are a college foot- 
ball player or football coach or a school there are not too many bowls. It 
depends on your point of view. 

Herbstreit: Yes, and this is coming froma guy who actually enjoys the 
bowl system. I think it hurts the image of the bowl when you turn on a 
game and you have 10,000 or 15,000 people in a 60,000 or 70,000 seat 
stadium. I am all for kids getting rewarded for having a great year but I 
am not a fan of teams that are 6-5 or 6-6 going to bow! games. 

Ramsey: Yes. But on the other hand, if they are financially supported, 
I am all for it. It is when you have a game that no one shows up at and 
the teams’ fans can’t travel for economic reasons and they can't sell all the 
seats — then you have too many bowls. But I think it’s a great reward for 
teams that go to bowls. It’s a great reward at the end of their season. 

Blaudschun: Yes, without question. 


Are you in favor of a playoff? 

Ramsey: Absolutely in favor. Take the four winners of the four BCS 
bowls and put them in a two-week, four-team, three-game playoff for- 
mat. Seed them one through four. The two winners play it off. You then 
have a true National Champion in college football. 

Blaudschun: | was a big proponent of a playoff before this year. 
When I saw the Miami vs. Ohio State game, and I saw both of those 
teams play with that intensity, neither of them would have had anything 
left if they had another game to play after that. That changed my think- 
ing around quite a bit. Obviously, you could say the games played in the 
first round of a playoff wouldn't be as emotional. But the intensity and 
energy and everything displayed by those teams ... | just don’t see how 
they could do it. | changed my mind on that and went 180 degrees. 
There might be another way to do it, but I can’t see a playoff working, 

Murphy: I am. I'd like to see all of the bowl blazers piled up. I'd be 
willing to pour the kerosene on them and light the match. I have very 
little sympathy for our bowl system. I think it is corrupt. You have the 
conferences in bed with the bowls. “You'll take our seventh-place team...” 
Meanwhile you got a team like Toledo who beat Penn State a couple of 
years ago and won nine or 10 games and couldn’t even get into a bowl. 
I know the BCS worked to perfection this year but it was an anomaly. 
Getting back to my DIII experience, there is a tremendous amount of 
excitement generated by a team’s progression through a bracket, even if 
it is a small bracket, even if you just need to win two extra games to win 
a National Title. Don’t come at me with, “but the boys can’t miss that 
much class.” The number of kids missing classes are narrowed with each 
week that passes. Playoffs are coming and good riddance to the old sys- 
tem when they finally get here. 

Blackledge: I like the bowls. I think the BCS has been OK. Id like 
to see some form of a playoff, but not a full-scale playoff that would 
replace bowl games. I'd like to see some compromise. I'd like to see eight 
teams in four bowl games and then you play two more weeks. 

Barnhart: Opposed. Always have been. It is one of those things you 
need to be careful what you wish for or you just might get it. 

Light: I am pro-playoff but not adamant about it like some people. In 
a perfect world we would have a 16-team playoff with automatic bids 
going to the champs of the current BCS conferences. The other five con- 
ference champs would get a bid if they were in the Top 25 of an RPI-like 
formula. The other spots would go to at-large teams. 


Do you think fan web sites and message boards help or hurt the 
game? 

Herbstreit: They hurt the game. I think the lunatics that get inside 
these chat rooms need to try to find a job. I think some of the rumors 
that are created in these chat rooms are ridiculous. Unfortunately some 
of these rumors, with no credibility, gain a lot of momentum and I think 
they hurt programs. It is definitely not healthy for the game and for the 
programs.

Blaudschun: There is so much information out there and so many 
rumors that get put out there. In that regard, I think that it hurts the 
game. But it is just the world we live in right now and you have to deal 
with it. 

Light: They help fans stay very interested and very into their team. 
But they can be damaging if players read them and pay too much atten- 
tion because there is really some nasty stuff out there. Fans go psycho and 
overboard over a loss. I don’t think players should read them. 

Murphy: I think it is a wash. I think they help. I think the good they 
do is keeping the passion and giving fans an outlet for their passion. I 
think the good that does outweighs some of the truly negative remarks 
that can go up on these boards. 

Barnhart: It doesn’t hurt the game unless you are foolish enough to 
believe what you read on them. 


Do you object to games being played on days other than Satur- 
day? | know Thursday night is an established night but what 
about Tuesdays or Wednesdays? 

Herbstreit: I like the Thursday/Saturday. The fan in me enjoys it. 
Prior to joining ESPN, Thursday night football kind of got your week- 
end started. You watch that game and it got you in the mood for what 
was to come the following weekend. So I am a little bit partial, even prior 
to working on that broadcast for the Thursday night games. The other 
games for me ... I mean | watch the games because I am a junkie, but I'd 
rather see games played on Thursday/Saturday. 

Blaudschun: | think ESPN and the networks have made a mockery 
of it. I kind of balked at the Thursday night game at first, but you kind 
of get used to it and it is occasionally a good game. When you go Friday, 
Tuesday, Sunday, Monday, I think it is ridiculous. I think if ESPN went 
and told teams they could play Sunday morning at 8 o'clock because it 
is a great audience, they would do it. I think it is a disgrace. 

Murphy: I know back in the day there was a concern that it would 
dilute interest in high school football, but I don't really see that happen- 
ing. If I’m on the road and I can watch Louisville get it on with the 
Golden Eagles of Southern Miss on a Tuesday night ... it’s all good. 

Light: Not really because I enjoy college football a lot and I enjoy 
watching games any night. I am kind ofa fan of the obscure games. I like 
watching Boise State play on a Friday night or a random C-USA game 
ona Tuesday. I understand why some people don't like them, but I enjoy 
college football any night of the week. 


Should instant replay be brought to the game if the game is being 
televised? 

Herhstreit: I'd like to see it. Referees are human and they make mis- 
takes and with games becoming so important to these universities and 
these coaches it would be nice to have an eye in the sky and allow these 
coaches once a half to be able to throw their flag and have the play 
reviewed. I don’t think that would hurt at all. 

Ramsey: No. Just a flat no. It doesn’t work in the NFL. It would be 
a horrible addition for college football. 

Blaudschun: I think it should be at championship venues and post- 
season venues but not during the regular season. 

Barnhart: Never, ever, ever. 

Light: No. With an exception of a very few marquee games, there will 
not be enough cameras and camera angles to make it work. 


Should fans be allowed to rush the field in celebration after a 
game? 

Ramsey; I like when fans go onto the field. I also understand from a 
school perspective, you probably don’t want to have to pay for goal posts 
week-in and week-out. But I like the enthusiasm. 

Herbstreit: Without any question they should be on the field. That 
has been going on since college football began back in the 19th century. 
I think it is ridiculous that they try to have rules to keep fans off the field. 
If anything, get out of the way and let them celebrate. I don't think there 
is anything wrong with it. Now they are coming up with ideas like greas- 
ing the goal posts to prevent them from coming down and pepper spray- 
ing the kids when they come out. All these kind of things are absolutely 
asinine. It is part of the college experience, both as the player and the 
regular student, that if your team wins a big game it is a lot of fun to go 
out on the field while everybody celebrates with one another. If you take 
down the goal posts, you take down the goal posts ... big deal. 

Light: No. Absolutely not. There is so much emotion on the field with 
the players after the game that the losing team shouldn't have to worry 
about getting off the field and running into someone then getting sued 
because someone was drunk and got knocked over. There are plenty of 
places to celebrate in the stands and outside the stadium. 

Moran: No, because someone is going to die if this doesn’t stop. We're 
coming up on the 10-year anniversary of the Wisconsin (vs. Michigan) 
scenario. I was shipped to Wisconsin on that Sunday morning and it is 
a miracle that no one died. 
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Blaudschun: How are you going to hold (the fans) back? They 
shouldn't storm the field after a regular-season game that doesn’t have 
that much meaning. But if you win the National Championship, or win 
the Rose Bowl, or the Ohio State-Michigan game, they should be able to 
come on the field. 

Murphy: No. I'm from Philly where (former Mayor) Frank Rizzo used 
to station cops with German shepherds around the periphery of the Vet. 
Some people called Frank a fascist, but people stayed off the field. I was 
one of the handful of journalists who got a face full of pepper spray in the 
end zone after the Michigan vs. Ohio State game this year and it wasn't so 
much the pepper spray as it was not being able to get off the field. I was 
stuck in this mob scene, and unlike the people around me I had not had 
six or more beers to smooth my nerves. So I would not be against a move- 
ment keeping fans in the stands after the games. 

Barnhart: Never, ever, ever. 


There is so much more media attention on the game then there 
was 10-20 years ago. How has it changed the game? 

Blackledge: I think it has been good and bad. I think the good part 
is that guys in the SEC, because of SportsCenter and ESPN, are more 
familiar with the Pac-10 teams or the Big Ten teams. So players, teams 
and coaches are much more familiar with what everyone else is doing in 
college football. I think that part of it is good. The other good thing is 
that it has really raised the banner of college football. It is a sport that is 
becoming increasingly popular and it has so much going for it. The neg- 
ative ... it has hurt some of the sportsmanship things, because every high- 
light is on, every big hit, every dramatic thing is on and there is more of 
a tendency to have some of the unsportsmanlike things go on in associ- 
ation with that. 

Herbstreit: For the better and the worse. For the better, right now 
college football is recognized as one of the greatest sports in the United 
States. Because of the recognition with ABC television and ESPN, the 
coverage that you get with the newspapers, radio and internet, every- 
where you turn in the fall, all you hear about is college football and the 
NEL. Right now, what has happened with sports professionally and the 
way people have been chased off with that millionaire attitude a lot of 
the fans have towards professional athletes, the college game is looked at 
as a sport fans can still count on. Some people would say it is just as 
commercialized as the pro game, but if you lived inside it like we do, 
week in and week out and really felt the fabric of the sport and talked to 
the kids on a weekly basis, you would know there is still an innocence to 
college football and it is still in my mind the greatest sport out there. 

On the negative end, going back to the internet and the chat rooms, 
anytime a player steps out of line, it is on the front page of the newspa- 
per in some of these college communities. Maybe back in the *50s or ’60s 
or 70s a player might get out of line and you might hear about it, but it 
wasnt a front page story whereas today it is. 

Light: I think it has helped the game a lot. It is great for fans, and play- 
ers for the most part. In certain circumstances it might be too much. 
Certain games might be over-hyped and certain programs might have 
too much of a media crush. But for the most part I think it has added 
great interest and it has made playing college football a lot more exciting 
for a lot of players. 


Thoughts on the Heisman Trophy? Do too many people have a 
vote? Is it too hyped? 

Herbstreit: I’m not telling the Downtown Athletic Club how to make 
its selection, but if you don’t vote you should lose your opportunity to 
vote. Too many people don’t vote. For you to miss it is ridiculous. If you 
miss your vote then you are out of the club; you no longer can vote who 
the Heisman Trophy winner is. As far as the hype of it, yes, I think ir is 
overblown and overhyped. At ESPN, we will start to break down the 
Heisman finalists in September. Guys are positioning themselves back 
then, but you win the Heisman in November. The Heisman Trophy is 
now becoming, who is one of the best players on one of the best teams 


... that is what the Heisman Trophy is. It doesn't go to the best player in 
the country. It is the most valuable player on one of the best teams in the 
country. If you look over the last 10 or 15 years, that is the guy who is 
winning the Heisman Trophy. Show me a guy who is winning the Heis- 
man Trophy with four losses. It has become all about a team who is in a 
National Championship race and who plays quarterback for that team ... 
that is who is going to be a Heisman finalist. 

Blackledge: I purposely as a broadcaster do not talk or answer ques- 
tions about the Heisman or who the frontrunners are or those kinds of 
things in August. And I really don’t want to do it in September. | feel the 
same way about that as I do about preseason polls. There isn't a lot of 
substance to them. | think you need to let teams and individuals play 
through the month of September and once you get to the beginning of 
October you start to figure out who are the real guys to watch. The award 
is for the best player in a particular season. Not the guy who was the best 
player of the year before, not the guy who plays on the highest-profile 
team. 


EISMAN 
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Ramsey: Absolutely. I was really surprised when Carson Palmer won. 
I was rooting for him the whole way, but I was almost as surprised as he 
was himself: Only because the West Coast traditionally hasn't gotten a lot 
of play in the Heisman. Ic is a little bit overblown. To start talking about 
it in the preseason is ridiculous. Talking about it in week five is a little 
premature. And it really should go to the best college football player. I 
think that you should be a senior to even be considered. 

Blaudschun: Yes, ic has become a TV award. People vote by watch- 
ing games on TV and it is generated by what the announcers say. I’m 
convinced Carson Palmer won the award because Dan Fouts said they 
should give it to him after the Notre Dame game. I think that persuaded 
the voters. He had a great game. That kind of publicity persuades so 
many voters. 

Barnhart: My problem with the Heisman Trophy is that too many 
people vote on it. And I say that as the Georgia regional voting director. 
But I think too many people vote on it and therefore it is difficult for a 
player who is not in the mix early on to come out of nowhere and win. 

Light: | think it is very overhyped. I think one of the major problems 
is that too many people vote who dont follow the game closely enough. 
Part of the problem is you have preseason Heisman stuff. In other sports 
do you have preseason NFL MVP candidates? No. You play out the sea- 
son. Midway through the year you see who is having a good year and you 
go from there. Seneca Wallace came from nowhere to a Heisman 
favorite, to nowhere, to maybe. | think you pick it up and see what is 
going on mid-year.

They Now’? 


Chuck Muncie

hen running back Chuck Muncie had a football in his 
VV hands, nobody looked the other way. When Muncie was 
partying around his college campus, everybody did. 

“That's just the way it was,” says Muncie, who was an All-America 
running back at Cal in the mid-70s gro= 
before embarking on a nine-year : 
NFL career with New Orleans and 
San Diego. “Cal was crazy back in 
the 1970s.” 

Now a youth counselor living in 
Antioch, Calif, Muncie paid a 
severe price for being the big man on 
campus. His experimentation with 
drugs eventually led to a three-year 
prison sentence following his pro 
career. Upon his release on parole 
after two years in 1989, Muncie 
decided that he wanted to be the 
voice of reason that he couldn't find 
during his days at Cal. However, his 
initial attempts to become a youth 
counselor were stymied by the terms 
of his parole. 

“When I got out of prison, I was 
working at this little bar, the Old 
Ox, on the beach in San Diego,” he 
says. “I wanted to work with kids 
and I couldn't because I was on 
parole. Plus, a lot of the people that 
helped me get into trouble were 
around, and | couldnt leave the 
area. I went back to the court and 
asked them to send me back to 
prison. I wanted to finish paying my 
debt so I wouldn't have any restric- 
tions.” 

He was then free to pursue his 
new-found goal. “If there would 
have been someone in place who 
would have given me a heads up, it would have made a major difference 
in my life,” says Muncie, now 50. “I was the kind of kid who was like, 
‘Show me something. Give me an opportunity to make a better choice.’ 
Nobody was counseling kids at that time or providing safety nets. I def 
initely know they were looking the other way.” 

It is understandable. A 6'4", 235-pounder who could run the 40-yard 
dash in 4.4 seconds, Muncie rushed for 3,052 yards and 37 touchdowns 
at Cal and finished second to Ohio State's Archie Griffin for the Heis- 
man Trophy in 1975. 

“He was an incredible player,” says orthopedist Milt David, a consul- 
tant to the Cal medical staff since 1964. “He was a tremendous runner 
who could throw and catch. He could do everything. He was the best 
running back I’ve ever seen.” 

David, who was close to Cal head coach Mike White, said the Bears’ 
coaching staff did their best to keep Muncie in class and clean. It was a 
losing battle. 
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“He was wild,” says David, now a good friend of Muncie’. “After he 
got drafted, he bought a sports car and parked it at SFO (San Francisco 
International Airport). He just left it there. I don’t think he ever came 
back to get it.”

j Muncie’s wild times continued 
until a prison stretch forced him to 
take a good look at his life. 

“A lot of guys in prison sit there 
and think about what they are going 
. to do with their time today,” Muncie 
says. “I thought about tomorrow. 
You don’t have to hit me upside the 
head too many times to get the mes- 
sage. 

Muncie landed his first counseling 

= job with the Boys and Girls Clubs of 
San Diego, and the organization 
quickly realized he could help bolster 
other such programs. He moved 
around to similar clubs in Bullhead 
’ City, Ariz., and Ventura County, 
Calif., to help with fundraising and 
membership drives. “I would stay at 
a program for about a year to get 
them rolling,” Muncie says. “I’m 
~ happy to say those programs are 
healthy now.” 
_ Eventually, Muncie decided to 
take a job that would provide him 
' with more stability so he could raise a 
family. He moved to the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area and began working at 
the REACH (Recognizing, Encour- 
aging and Achieving Creative 
Heights) program in Antioch, where 
he has been for almost three years. 
“Tm a level two counselor,” says 
Muncie. “But my work schedule is based on need. I’m here as much as 
necessary, so sometimes I work about 20 hours and sometimes 60. There 
is so much going on in this community that I've been working a lot 
lately.” 

Muncie works with children of all ages and focuses on anger manage- 
ment and adolescent drug treatment. He also tries to educate parents on 
how to help their children deal with difficult problems. 

“T really try to be more of a mentor than a counselor,” Muncie says. “I 
try to get into kids’ heads. It takes some time because most of them have 
issues with trust. Many of these kids have no structured environment at 
home.” 

It’s the type of thing that can be frustrating for anyone, but especially 
an athlete who is used to seeing immediate results from practice or phys- 
ical conditioning. “Frustration would be putting it mildly,” Muncie 
says. “These kids are our future and they really don't paint a bright, rosy 
picture.” 
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Going Back to Cal 

In the late 1990s, Muncie’s wife, Laura Pasion, a former juvenile hall 
counselor, wrote the curriculum for the Chuck Muncie Youth Founda- 
tion Diversion Program, a mentoring program designed to help Cal ath- 
letes. They approached Tom Holmoe, the Bears’ head coach from 
1997-2001, and he quickly signed on. 

“Chuck’s help was huge,” says Holmoe, who is now an assistant ath- 
letics director at BYU. “The thing that was so sweet was that he acknowl- 
edged his issues. He could talk to the guys, saying, “There isn’t anything 
you could do that I haven't done.’ Did he have a Ph.D.? No. Maybe he 
was a little short in that department. But he was one of the best players 
ever at Cal, and he was giving back to the program.” 

Basically, Muncie would intercede when a Cal football player had a 
minor scrape with the law, or with the school’s administration. 

“Our goal was to have young men recognize the opportunity they had 
been presented and to be responsible for their actions,” Muncie says. 
“What we found was that the awareness of their choices was not very 
clear. 

“We tried to help 16 or 17 athletes over that time and 80 percent 
never had another incident. Of course, I never pulled any punches with 
them. One of the first things I share is the time I spent in prison. It’s been 
a strength for me, not an Achilles’ heel. I've been there, done that and 
here’s what happened to me. Then I would look at them and say, “You 
already have your foot in the door because people know you are screw- 
ing up. This is the kind of stuff that led up to what eventually happened 
to me. 

Holmoe says he wasn't worried about Muncie’s previous problems 
with drugs. “I was not shocked about what had happened to him,” Hol- 
moe says. “I had seen what happened to him happen to some of my best 
friends (in the NFL).” 

When Holmoe left Cal after the 2001 season, the program wasn’t con- 
tinued by new head coach Jeff Tedford. 

That left Muncie pondering whether to try to offer his program to 
other universities. “It gets tough trying to sell the program and getting

coaches to buy into it,” Muncie says. “Tom Holmoe was a renaissance 
guy who focused on education and what was best for the athlete.” 
Instead, Muncie will concentrate on the youngsters in Antioch. 
Whether or not Muncie’s message is received by the students at the 
REACH program remains to be seen. “The majority of them get it,” 
Muncie says. “And others can't see the future. But like my wife says, “You 
can't save the world.’ But sometimes I do get my hopes up too high.”

Chuck’s 
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Where Are They Now’? 
Charles Thompson

he stares still come. In 
restaurants. On busy street 
corners. At Oklahoma foot- 


ball games. People still recognize 
him. They still murmur and dis- 
creetly point him out to others. 

It's part of being a former Okla- 
homa Sooner quarterback, but he 
knows there’s more to it. For Charles 
Thompson, there's always been more 
to it. 

On the day his photograph 
appeared on the cover of Sports Illus- 
trated, everything changed. Mana- 
cled and wearing an orange jumpsuit, 
Thompson became the symbol of a 
program run amok. 

“The first time I saw it was proba- 
bly the most humiliating day for me 
as a person,” Thompson says. “That 
cover will forever be imprinted. 
Unfortunately, the world will forever 
remember me for that.” 

With good reason. Thompson's 
arrest in February 1989 for selling 17 
grams of cocaine to an undercover 
FBI agent capped a tumultuous run 
of trouble involving the OU football 
program that eventually led to the 
ouster of coach Barry Switzer and the 
program’ rapid descent. 

In December 1988, the NCAA placed OU on three years probation. 

In late January 1989, a Sooner football player shot a teammate in the 
chest during an argument in 
the athletic dormitory. Days 
later, a 20-year-old woman 
alleged she was gang-raped 
in the athletic dormitory; 
two players were later con- 
victed of the crime. 

Then came Thompson's 
arrest and subsequently 
that “humiliating” photo- 
graph that splashed OU’s 
troubles worldwide. 

But 14 years later, 
Thompson is no longer 
a Sooner pariah. That 
magazine cover? 

“Tm at peace with 
it,” Thompson says. 
“It’s part of my past, 
and I certainly don’t 

try to hide it. It’s 
one of the things 
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that makes me still appealing, 
to be quite honest. 

“I's a tremendous tool. 
The fact that I did go 
through all of that. ... The 
fact that while I was there, all 
the turmoil happened, gives 
me a platform.” 

From which Thompson 
preaches Christianity. He tells 
his story of a life redeemed. 

“That's one of the first 
things people want to know: 
“What happened? Why did it 
happen? What were you 
thinking?” Thompson says. 
“Then, they want to know, 
‘What kind of person are you 
now?” 

This is what Thompson 
tells them: The cover showed 
a 20-year-old kid who 
became caught up in the fast 
life and made “disastrous 
decisions.” 

“I was young,” Thompson 
says. “I wasn’t naive or 
gullible or anything. But | 
was quarterback at OU. You 
get caught up in that. 

“We all make wrong deci- 
sions. It’s what you do after that decision. How do you try to correct it?” 

Thompson has long been making corrections. He tells people he’s no 
longer that 20-year-old. He’s a 34-year-old businessman, youth league 
coach, father of three sons and devout Christian. 


King Charles 

In the late 1980s, Thompson was another in a long line of waterbug- 
quick wishbone quarterbacks at OU. He seemed destined for greatness. 

As a redshirt freshman in 1987, he replaced an injured Jamelle 
Holieway and propelled OU into the Orange Bowl and a shot at the 
national championship. He began the next season as Holieway's backup 
but surpassed the older player and finished the season as OU’s undis- 
puted starter. 

Bigger things beckoned. 

Or did they? 

Even as he was winning on the field, Thompson had become caught 
up in the trappings of success that accompanied life as a Sooner football 
player. In his book, Down and Dirty: The Life and Crimes of Oklahoma 
Football, which was published in 1990, Thompson chronicled an atmos- 
phere where football reigned supreme and players lived like kings. 

Thompson's Nissan 300ZX — indirectly purchased for him with a 
booster’s money, he wrote — featured the vanity plate “King Charles 
VI.” Money, girls and more were easily available, and Thompson availed 


himself. 
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Who better than Boomer Esiason to 
lead the charge against Cystic Fibrosis?

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Looking back, Thompson says he'd write the 
book differently — cleaning up some of the pro- 
fanity, for instance. 

“Tt really goes to show you the difference in the 
mindset of young kid who was lost and in trouble 
and who just really didn’t have any direction at the 
time,” Thompson says, “as compared to a man 
who’s found himself and who understands his 
responsibilities and his commitments.” 

But he stands behind the claims he made about 
improprieties and the atmosphere at OU. And he 
says the book’s message still stands: Thompson was 
sucked into the fast lifestyle, but he was ultimately 
responsible for his actions. 

On Feb. 13, 1989, Thompson was arrested after 
trying to sell 17 grams of cocaine for $1,400. He 
said then and says now that he didn’t often use 
drugs — though he spent time in the summer of 
1988 in a rehabilitation center — and claims the 
drug deal was a one-time occurrence. 

Days before the arrest, Thompson had spoken 
at an elementary school on the dangers of drug 
use. 

“Regardless of what anyone has told you about 
drugs,” Thompson told the kids, “they're the 
quickest way to end your life, the quickest way to 
be in jail.” 

Thompson eventually pleaded guilty to a charge 
of conspiracy to distribute cocaine. He spent 17 
months in a federal prison at Big Spring, Texas. 

He completed his college career as a running 
back at Central State of Ohio, helping win an 
NAIA national championship. He played two 
years in the Canadian Football League and two 
more in the World League (now NFL Europe)

Initially, there wasn't much of a welcome. 

“Te was tough,” he says. “And one of the toughest times is when I first 
went back to an OU football game.” 

He was approached by several fans. The typical comment: “How dis- 
appointed they were in 
me,” Thompson - says. 
“And how dare I come 
back around.” 

What the fans didn’t 
realize, Thompson. says, 
was that he had changed. 
Marriage and fatherhood 
had something to do with 
it — Thompson and his 
wife, Kori, have three sons 
— as did the simple 
maturing that comes with 


age. 
But the most important 
difference, | Thompson 


says, was his spiritual life. 
He says the death several 
years ago of a childhood 
friend in an automobile 
accident led to his conver- 
sion to Christianity. 

“T think everything that 
I've gone through in my 
life is a testimony,” 
Thompson says. “Not only 
did He save my life, but 
He gave me a calling to 
help save other people.” 

Thompson makes regu- 
lar appearances at Fellow- 
ship of Christian Athletes 
functions and __ similar 
events. But he’s not limited 
to speaking engagements. 
Thompson began coach- 
ing when his oldest son, 
Kendal, started playing 
youth league sports. 

“But I decided it was 
much bigger than that,” 
Thompson says. “It 
seemed like I began to go 
from baseball to basketball 
to football. 

“A lot of people were 
relying upon me, and [| 
began to get people who 
looked at me and said,

sions.’ And yet they began 
to trust me with their 
kids.” 

His involvement in football, basketball and baseball has stretched to 
the point where Thompson has begun a nonprofit youth-league organi- 
zation in an economically depressed area of Oklahoma City. 

“T enjoy not just teaching kids how to be competitors and winners, 
but to be champions on the field, and off,” Thompson says. “I feel like 
in a sense, I’m one of the most qualified people to do that. I can identify. 


[fa kid is heading the wrong direction, I can teach them about the con- 
sequences.” 

Thompson works as an account executive for Lifeline Communica- 
tions, a long-distance company that donates a portion of monthly rev- 
enues to Christian organizations. His office, on the 16th floor of an 
Oklahoma City office 
building, features a pic- 
turesque view. On a clear 
day, you can almost — but 
not quite — see Norman, 
a short 25-minute drive 
south. 

Thats fine ~— with 
Thompson. He doesn't 
regret the way his life has 
turned out. He says he's a 
better man because of 
where he’s been. 

“It's a simple story,” 
Thompson says. “I just 
feel blessed and fortunate 
to be who I am today, 
rather than having had all 
the money and fame in the 
world and still be a person 
who was trying to find 
himself.” 

Others have noticed 
that transformation. OU 
coach Bob Stoops wasn't 
around when Thompson 
played, but others who 
were vouched for the for- 
mer player. 

“Thats a long time ago, 
what all happened,” 
Stoops says. “I’m sure 
Charles has paid a heavy 
price for it. ... From that 
time to now, Charles is a 
different person.” 

A while back, at Stoops’ 
invitation, | Thompson 
spoke to the OU football 
team. The message was 
simple. 

“Your actions and your 
behavior aren't just your 
own,” Thompson says he 
told the Sooners. “You're 
impacting other people. 
They're watching you.” 

“Charles, I think, has a 
message that is good for 
our players to know,” 
Stoops says. “How things 
could be awfully good and 
with a wrong decision, 


how it could go awfully bad.” 

These days, Thompson often attends OU home games. In 2000, he 
traveled to Miami for the Orange Bowl. 

Thompson still gets the looks. People still point and murmur. But 
these days, much of the feedback is positive. 

“Maybe that’s because (OU) started winning,” he says. 

“Or maybe, it’s because I came back here and faced my worst critics.”

art Lee Dykes hasn't filled a football uniform in 12 years. And 
4 yet, the image of him as a player still conjures awe. Wide-eyed 

Oklahoma State players gathered and gawked last December 
when Dykes stopped in to see what was new with his old team as the 
Cowboys prepared near his South Texas home for the Houston Bowl. 

“Our players said, ‘He was a wideout?” recalls OSU offensive coordi- 
nator Mike Gundy, the quarterback on the delivering end of a lethal 
combo with Dykes in the late 80s. “I said, “Yep. And he looked like that 
when he played wideout.” 

At 6'4", 230 pounds, Dykes was 
a force at wide receiver, exposing 
mismatches while rewriting receiv- 
ing records in the old Big Eight. He 
also exposed the underbelly of the 
game in establishing another dubi- 
ous record — landing four schools 
on probation for their recruiting 
sins in attempts to lure the former 
Texas prep star. 

Dykes became a first-round NFL 
draft pick of the Patriots, only to 
have a series of knee injuries halt his 
career after only two seasons. Unlike 
his arrival in the spotlight, Dykes’ 
departure from stardom was a quiet 
retirement and retreat home to Texas. 

That’s where he resides today — 
in Sugar Land, Texas, a suburb of 
Houston — running his own deliy- 
ery service and raising and coaching 
his 9-year-old son Jalen. And, at 
times, wondering what might have 
been. “I miss the game,” says Dykes, 
who at 36 is younger than the still- 
producing Jerry Rice. “I miss being 
involved in it. It comes to my atten- 
tion more when I’m at my son's 
games. That's when I miss it most.” 

Those who never saw Dykes 
dominate defenses missed out on a rare receiver. Recognized as the 
National Player of the Year by at least one publication, Dykes was the 
most coveted recruit in the hotbed of talent that is Texas in 1985. It was 
a time when shady recruiters and boosters tried almost anything to lure 
top prospects. “That was during the Wild West era down in there,” says 
Pat Jones, Oklahoma State’s head coach at the time who now coaches 
tight ends for the Miami Dolphins. 

Wild were the stories that surrounded Dykes. His decision to attend 
OSU — a school he supposedly wasn’t even considering — set off fin- 
ger-pointing and complaints that ignited an NCAA investigation that 
stretched far and wide. Rumors of cash-filled envelopes, cars and more 
eventually flowed late in Dykes’ career, when he was granted NCAA 
immunity from eligibility penalty in exchange for his tell-all testimony. 

When the NCAA finished wading through the mess four years later, 
four programs — Oklahoma State, Oklahoma, Texas A&M and Illinois 
— were hit with sanctions at least partially stemming from Dykes’ tales. 
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OSU was hit hardest, after Dykes revealed that then-Cowboy assistant 
Willie Anderson allegedly arranged for Dykes to receive $5,000 in cash, 
in the form of 50 $100 bills, on national signing day in 1985. 

The program was rocked, hit with four years of probation in 1989, 
Dykes’ final season. The sanctions included a drastic reduction in schol- 
arships and a ban from bow! games for three years. 

Dykes prefers not to discuss those darker days. “I think now that he's 
older, and obviously we get wiser, I think he's a little hesitant to talk 
about it,” says Gundy, who maintains 
contact with Dykes. “In my observa- 
tions, he’s somewhat embarrassed.” 

Jones, who maintains he was 
unaware of Anderson's behind-the- 
scenes dirty work, doesn't like the 
damage done to Dykes’ reputation. 

“Te’s safe to say, there was probably 
a whole lot of guys who were 
involved in a lot worse than he was 
and played their entire careers with- 
out a word,” Jones says. “I think 
there's guilt to go around on all sides 
in one of those things. But here's a 
kid who was one of most talented 
kids in country since he was 12 years 
old, in an era and type of climate he 
came up in that made people very 
susceptible to that sort of thing. 

“That doesn't make it right at all. 
But I think I understand the climate 
of the time. And Hart was not a crim- 
inal. He was not a druggie, or a guy 
who robbed the 7-Eleven or got in 
any kind of trouble. That’s not what 
this guy was all about. He’s not a guy 
, who was a bad actor.” 

In fact, Gundy says the team never 
resented Dykes, even as the program 
was handed a crippling punishment. 
“Hart Lee has a personality that 
makes everyone want to like him,” Gundy says. “He's a big teddy bear 
kind of guy. He didn’t have many enemies. 

“So it didn't cause a problem with anybody, not even the coaches. You 
might have had a small percentage of OSU supporters who got mad. But 
everybody liked Hart. And most everybody who's involved in college 
athletics understood, here you've got a 17-year-old kid and everybody's 
promising him stuff. Who could blame him?” 

The Cowboys did give Dykes some good-natured grief. 

“Oh yeah, we were on him all the time,” says Gundy. “The guy’s got 
the NCAA record for getting teams on probation. He never discussed 
details or issues concerning his recruitment or what he got or didn’t get 
when he was here. But he wanted to be in nice clothes and nice shoes 
and nice cars. He was prime time. And we were on him about it.” 

Dykes was prime time on the field, too. He established every meaning- 
ful Oklahoma State receiving record, despite typically serving as the Cow- 
boys’ second option. That’ life when you've got guys named Thurman 
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Thomas and Barry Sanders to tote the ball. “There were times when he 
would get six or eight catches a game and that was a big thing back then,” 
Gundy says. “And there were times when hed have three or four. 

“In today’s style of offenses, where they catch the underneath passes, 
the quick throws, the bubble in the flat, things like that, the guy would 
have probably established records that would be almost untouchable.” 

Says Dykes: “I remember going to play Kansas and Missouri and I'd 
look up and Barry had carried the ball 30 times. There's not much pass- 
ing going on there.” 

Still, Dykes was a record-setter, finishing his career with 203 catches 
and 3,171 yards, the most ever in the Big Eight, as were his 29 scoring 
receptions. He was a consensus All-American in 1988, when the Cowboys 
averaged 48.6 points per game. Dykes once said: “I don't know how good 
I am, but every week I do something I didn’t know I'd be able to do.” 

The enigmatic Sanders earned the Heisman Trophy in 1988, a prize he 
reluctantly accepted. While the school had to push Sanders to do promo- 
tions during a Heisman campaign, Dykes would plead with sports infor- 
mation director Steve Buzzard: “If he doesn’t want it, push me. Push me.” 

Says Gundy: “That's him. He's got some salesman in him. He's very, 
very street smart. He’s doing well in the business world because he’s very 
intelligent. When it was prime time he wanted to be there. But he could 
back it up.” 

Dykes’ size was an obvious advantage. “I remember we played 
Wyoming at the Holiday Bowl in °88,” Jones says. “We took Gundy, 
Barry and Dykes to a function, and Dykes was bigger than the guy who 
was the WAC Defensive Player of the Year — a defensive end.” 

Dykes possessed other special skills. “Physically, he’s about as gifted a 
guy, a big guy, as I’ve ever been around,” Jones says. “I think he could 
really run about as fast as he really needed to. And he was the best hand- 
eye big athlete I’ve ever seen.” 

The Patriots took Dykes with the 16th pick in the first round of the 
1989 NFL Draft. He was set to take his stardom to a new level, before 
injuries struck him for the first time in his life. 

Dykes suffered a fractured right kneecap in a 1991 preseason game 
and missed the entire regular season. The kneecap failed him again in 
training camp the following year. The ’92 season was also lost. 

Then came the injury that ended Dykes’ career, a blown ACL in his

left knee during a mini-camp workout in May of 93. While Dykes con- 


tinued to work toward comebacks, he gave it up in 1994 at age 28. 

Dykes had two solid years with New England, including a rookie sea- 
son in which he caught 49 passes for a team-high 795 yards and five 
touchdowns. “It would have been interesting to see what would he could 
have done at this level if hed stayed healthy,” says Jones. “He was hard to 
defend. People are in a bind covering him. They were then; they would have 
been now.” 

Dykes has accepted his fate, excelling now as a businessman and enjoy- 
ing fatherhood. But he still follows football, particularly Oklahoma State, 
taking pride in a Cowboy rebirth that carries the kind of promise not seen 
in Stillwater since the days of Gundy, Thomas, Sanders and Dykes. 

“Tr’s really fun,” says Dykes. “And it’s exciting. I bleed orange. I play 
golf quite a bit, and my golf covers have OSU on them. 

“For a while there, our school was kind of bad. But I’ve always been 
proud of the fact that I went to Oklahoma State. Even more so that we're 
doing well and playing well.” 

Enjoying OSU's success, however, comes with a catch for Dykes. Cur- 
rent Cowboy receiver Rashaun Woods has already claimed several of 
Dykes’ old records and is on pace to take what's left. 

“Everything I’ve heard about the kid has been great,” Dykes says. “I 
have a friend in Oklahoma City who knows his family and he spoke very 
highly of the kid. “Great kid. Good person.’ 

“Who better to take the records? If they're going to fall, 'd rather them 
fall to somebody deserving. My hat's off to him.” 

Still, there's a part of Dykes that tempts him to wonder what he could 
do in the air-it-out offenses that dominate college football now. 

“You look up today and it’s nothing for Rashaun to have nine or 10 
receptions,” Dykes says. “That would have been a huge day for me. That 
12-catch day he had against Oklahoma was huge. I don’t know if I had 
a 12-catch game in my whole career.” 

As for the records, they lasted more than a dozen years. And who 
knows, if Dykes is any kind of coach, maybe they'll be back in the fam- 
ily some day. Dykes’ son Jalen plays football. Wide receiver, too. 

“T sat here and made a joke the other day,” says Dykes. “I told him, 
“You know what, he's breaking dad’s records now. The only thing for you 
to do is to get those records some day.’ 

“But really, Rashaun did it. And he did it in a way where the program 
is winning and he’s successful. My hat’s off to him.”

Oklahoma State’s Rashaun Woods is Quite a Catch 
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The Pros and Cons of the Mack Brown Era 
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| Before Kickoff, Tee Off 
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Brad Smith Has Put Missouri Football Back on the Map | 
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issouri coach Gary Pinkel offered a suc- 

cinct explanation as to why Oklahoma’ 

defense was so strong last season. 
“Great players,” he said. Nearly all return, includ- 
ing linebacker Teddy Lehman, tackle Tommie 
Harris and defensive backs Brandon Everage and 
Derrick Strait. 

The Sooners lost only two defensive starters, 
Andre Woolfolk and Jimmy Wilkerson, who opted 
for the NFL draft with eligibility remaining, and 
all but one of the top back-ups return. 

Add to that the return of quarterback Jason 
White, operating behind a line built around Jam- 
mal Brown, Wes Sims and Vince Carter, and Okla- 
homa has the look of a national title contender. 

Then again, so does Texas, bolstered by the 
return of wide receiver Roy Williams, and pos- 
sibly even Kansas State, which continues to 
prove the strength of coach Bill Snyder's program. 

The Longhorns and Wildcats both have solid 
defenses and big-play potential on offense. 
Whether or not Texas is a title contender will be 
determined by mid-October. The Longhorns get 
Kansas State in Austin on Oct. 4, a week before 
playing Oklahoma in Dallas. 

Because of the Big 12’s inter-division sched- 
uling, Oklahoma and Kansas State can only meet 
in the conference title game at Arrowhead Sta- 
dium in Kansas City on Dec. 6. 

In any case, the road to the national champi- 
onship could well go through the Big 12 with one 
of those three teams — most likely Oklahoma 
— emerging as a participant in the Sugar Bowl 
on Jan. 4. 


The Big 12 has two new head coaches in Den- 
nis Franchione at Texas A&M and Guy Morriss 
at Baylor. Both spent the last two seasons in the 
Southeastern Conference. Franchione, whose 
move from Alabama created considerable con- 
troversy, is the nation’s eighth-winningest active 
coach by percentage, with a record of 155-73-2 
(.678). He ranks seventh among active coaches 
in victories. Morriss spent the past six seasons at 
Kentucky, including the last two as head coach. 


Texas wide receiver Roy Williams would have 
been a first-round NFL draft pick had he decided 
to leave early. But much to the delight of the Long- 
horns, he announced he was coming back well 
in advance of their Cotton Bowl victory against

Tough Road Ahead 

Colorado cantt be accused of scheduling a good record. The Buffaloes, who went 2—2 in non-con- 
ference play a year ago, have a non-league slate that includes Colorado State in Denver, UCLA and 
Washington State in Boulder and a trip to Florida State to finish off the year. Colorado's 2002 sched- 
ule was rated the nation’s 13th most difficult, with nine bowl teams on it. The Buffaloes’ 2001 sched- 
ule was rated the nation’s second-toughest, and their 2000 schedule was rated the fourth-toughest. 


Losses on the Line 

Kansas State had to replace not only three starters on its offensive line but also line coach and 
running game coordinator Paul Dunn, who left to be an assistant at Kentucky, as did Ron Hud- 
son, who had been Kansas State's offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach. 


House Cleaning 

Nebraska, long noted for staff stability, will have a new look in 2003. In the wake of a 7-7 sea- 
son, the Cornhuskers’ worst since 1961, coach Frank Solich replaced six assistants and gave up 
responsibilities of offensive coordinator. In addition to replacing himself with Barney Cotton, he 
hired Bo Pelini to coordinate the defense and promoted Turner Gill to assistant head coach. 


Shoring Up the Defense 

Texas Tech led the conference in total offense, on the arm of the departed KIiff Kingsbury, but 
the Red Raiders struggled defensively, allowing over 400 yards and 31 points per game. In hopes 
of rectifying the problem, coach Mike Leach hired Lyle Setencich from California to coordinate 
the defense. He also hired Charlie Sadler as a defensive assistant and promoted linebackers coach 
Ruffin McNeill to assistant head coach. In 1987, when he was the head coach at Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo, Setencich gave Leach his first collegiate coaching job.

ince the formation of the Big 12, 

Baylor has had as many head 

coaches (four) as conference vic- 
tories. During that time, the Bears have 
modified their uniforms, built new facili- 
ties and changed playing surfaces. In spite 
of the changes, Baylor has remained in 
last place in the Big 12 South for seven 
consecutive seasons, compiling an all- 
time league record of 4-52. So, what 
makes anyone believe Guy Morriss will 
turn Baylor's fortunes around? 

For one thing, he’s done it before in a 
power conference. In two seasons at Ken- 
tucky, he took the Wildcats from 2-9 to 
7-5. Morriss sees similarities between his 
old employer and his new one, and he 
believes he can eventually win in Waco. 

“(Baylor) didn’t get broken overnight; 
its not going to get fixed overnight,” 
Morriss says. “We know it will take time, 
but we want to compete right away. | 
don't want to look up in the stands and 
see people leaving at halftime knowing 
the game is over. We want to be compet- 
itive right away.” 

That would definitely be a step in the 
right direction. 


quarterbacks 


Morriss says he would like to throw the 
ball 60 percent of the time. That's music 
to Aaron Karas’ ears. Karas, who set a sin- 
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gle-season school record for completion 
percentage last season (59.8), is a strong 
passer and appears to be a capable leader. 
Karas led the Bears on two scoring drives 
in the final 80 seconds in a 35-32 win 
over Kansas, a victory that snapped Bay- 
lor’s 29-game conference losing streak. 

The knock on Karas is that he’s not 
very mobile and does not always make 
wise decisions. Last year he threw twice as 
many interceptions (13) as touchdown 
passes (6). “Last year was a learning expe- 
rience for me,” he says. “With a year (of 
starting) under my belt, I believe I will be 
much better prepared and will make 
much better decisions this season.” 

The Bears have another option under 
center in Davon Vinson, a sophomore who 
sat out last fall as a redshirt. As a true fresh- 
man in 2001, Vinson played in six games 
and displayed some versatility on the run. 


running backs 


While the Bears do not possess much 
depth at most positions, the backfield 
appears to be an exception. Baylor returns 
a pair of explosive tailbacks in Rashad 
Armstrong and Jonathan Golden and a 
bull-headed blocking fullback in 253- 
pound junior Jonathan Evans. 

Armstrong, the 2001 National Junior 
College Offensive Player of the Year, was 
an impact newcomer, rushing for a team-

high 647 yards. With his slashing, darting 
style, Armstrong, who missed spring drills 
for academic reasons, finished the season 


with back-to-back 100-yard games 
against Oklahoma and Oklahoma State. 

Golden doesn’t hit the hole as quickly 
as Armstrong, but he can pick up yards in 
bunches. In victories over Samford, Tulsa 
and Kansas, Golden accounted for a 
combined 291 yards. He also led Baylor 
in scoring with nine touchdowns. 


receivers 

Perhaps the biggest void the Bears 
must fill in 2003 is at wide receiver, where 
Reggie Newhouse departs following an 
outstanding career. Newhouse led the 
Bears with 1,140 receiving yards, and his 
big-play ability will be missed. 

The most experienced and productive 
returning receiver is Robert Quiroga, 
who averaged 11.3 yards per catch. 
Quiroga has good hands and deceptive 
speed, and he should emerge as the go-to 
target as a senior. 

The rest of the receiving corps has 
shown only flashes of productivity. Vince 
Copeland, J.T. Thompson, John Martin 
and Marques Roberts combined last sea- 
son for 43 receptions — 32 fewer than 
Newhouse alone. Tight end Shane 
Williams is a solid blocker, but he caught 
only two passes for 11 yards last season. 


Post-Spring Analysis 


Keys to Returning to Respectability 


53 Guy Morriss isn’t making any outlandish promises, and he 
acknowledges the Bears are a long way away from being a fac- 
tor in the Big 12. But with a non-conference schedule that fea- 
tures UAB, North Texas, SMU and Sam Houston State, Baylor 
has a chance to start quickly. “It would be huge to get off to a 
good start,” Morriss says. “It would be a confidence boost, and 
this team needs confidence.” It also needs to stay healthy and

Redshirt 
freshmen Corey Ford and Michael Gary, who 
played in two games last fall before injuring his 
knee, and sophomore Lorenzo Davis have 
potential, but they are all green. 

Fortunately for the Bears, the ends appear to 
be much more promising. Senior Dominick 
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Cravens is beginning to 
assert himself on one side, 
while junior Khari Long 
may be Baylor's best play- 
maker up front. Long, who 
played at both tackle and 
end in 2002, led the team 
with 4.5 sacks.

Bad news Bears The dubious streaks continue to build 
for Baylor, which has not posted a winning season since 
1995, hasn’t been to a bowl game since 1994 and hasn't 
finished in the Associated Press rankings since 1986. 
Forget about it New coach Guy Morriss says he didn’t 
spend much time watching films of Baylor games last 
season. “Some of the guys on staff looked at a bunch,” 
he says. “But what's gone on in the past doesn’t concern 
me. We're about from today forward.” 

Blitzing Bears The Bears have been more cuddly than 
grizzly on defense in recent years. Morriss vows to be 
more aggressive. “| had the good fortune to work with 
Buddy Ryan and Joe Lee Dunn,” he says. “| know what 
the blitzing game can do to you, and we're going to go 
after people.” 

No quick fixes Morriss’ first recruiting class at Baylor 
includes 22 high school players and just one junior col- 
lege transfer. Unlike Kevin Steele and Dave Roberts 
before him, Morriss says he wants to rebuild almost 
exclusively with prep players. 

Don't worry, be happy Following a spring practice, Mor- 
riss said his team needed to lighten up. “The kids have 
to understand that this is a game of emotion and that 
practice can be fun,” he says. “They’re a little bit appre- 
hensive about practice and making it fun.” 

Discipline lacking Morriss said that even his new players 
admitted to him that they needed more discipline, which 
he has vowed to provide. Baylor was the most penalized 
team in the Big 12.

Stoops awakened the beast. 

These days, Sooner fans expect 
nothing less than another national cham- 
pionship. Even Stoops, who is normally 
not given to effusive praise and bold pre- 
dictions, has a hard time finding reasons 
to dampen enthusiasm. “We have a 
chance to have another really special year, 
I believe,” he says. 

Coaches like the quarterback con- 
tenders, and they love the rest of the 
team, including a defense that returns 10 
starters and may have improved. “We felt 
a year ago we were a year away from being 
really good and really special,” Stoops 
says. “Hopefully, that will be the case. 
This has the potential to be one of our 
best defenses.” 


Jason White emerged as starter in each 
of the last two seasons. Both seasons 
ended with blown-out knees — first his 
left, then his right. And that’s cause for 
concern. Including White, four players 
went into spring hoping to win the job 
vacated by Nate Hybl. Two emerged: 
White and Brent Rawls. 

Rawls, a highly touted sophomore, pos- 
sesses the strongest arm and playmaking 
ability, but coaches questioned his dedica- 
tion. Last spring, he made significant

strides, on and off the field. “He’s been 
very solid and improved,” Stoops says, 
“first in not making foolish and bad plays. 
Secondly, he’s made big plays. I think he's 
feeling more comfortable and confident in 
the huddle and in the pocket.” 

Rawls and White will battle in August. If 
White's fully healthy, give him a slight edge. 


Quentin Griffin, who produced a mag- 
ical senior season, is gone. But the Soon- 
ers don't expect much drop-off in the 
running game, because Kejuan Jones and 
Renaldo Works appear ready to step in. 

Works, a senior, propelled the Sooners 
to a come-from-behind win over 
Alabama last season, turning two shovel 
passes into big plays. Then, he all but dis- 
appeared from the offense. 

Jones, a sophomore, emerged last season 
as the Sooners’ tailback in power running 
sets and short-yardage packages, rushing 
for more than 600 yards and 14 touch- 
downs. He hits holes quickly and is good 
in north-south situations, but must prove 
he can run effectively from the Sooners’ 
base shotgun formations. Coaches may 
divide carries between the two. 

Sophomore Donta Hickson wasn’t far 
behind in the spring. Still, its unlikely 
there will be many carries left over after 
Jones and Works. 


aberrations, 


J.D. Runnels filled a void last year at 
fullback as a true freshman. The only 
question is whether he'll ever get a carry 
or will continue as exclusively a blocker. 


After rewriting the school record 
books, Oklahoma’s top four pass-catchers 
departed. But the replacements appear to 
be more talented. 

Will Peoples, Mark Clayton and Bran- 
don Jones all averaged more yards per 
catch than Curtis Fagan and Antwone 
Savage. Each has speed and big-play abil- 
ity. Sophomores Travis Wilson and Jejuan 
Rankins showed last spring they're ready 
to step into a five-receiver rotation as well. 

Tight end Trent Smith's departure hurts. 
Lance Donley, James “Bubba” Moses and 
Chris Chester are talented but inexperi- 
enced. The Sooners could get a boost from 
junior-college transfer Willie Roberts. 


After years of patchwork 
lines, the Sooners expect to 
field an experienced, physical 
unit that can dominate defen- 
sive fronts. “No matter who's 
back there behind us, we're 
going to do everything we can 
to take the pressure off them,” 
says junior left tackle Wes Sims.

In a switch, the Sooners missed out on the Fiesta Bowl last year 
because of defensive lapses. Led by a resurgent ground game, 
Oklahoma's offense was productive, and it should again be 
potent behind the best offensive line in Bob Stoops’ five years. 
For the most part, the Sooner defense lived up to expectations 
in 2002, but in two losses, opponents baffled the secondary 
with long passes. The Sooners were confident those were 
but they’ve 


studied film from losses to 
Oklahoma State and Texas 
A&M. The addition of 
strong safety Donte Nichol- 
son should help.

on expectations at Oklahoma State. 

At limbo level when he took over 
the program two years ago, that bar has 
risen considerably. The third-year coach is 
pushing goals to the limit for 2003. 

Last year featured just the second win- 
ning season in 14 years; benchmark vic- 
tories over Texas A&M, Nebraska and 
Oklahoma; and a trip to the Houston 
Bowl. Now Miles is talking about taking 
the Big 12 South — and more. 

Why not? The Cowboys return 14 
starters off a team that won six of its last 
seven games and finished as Houston 
Bowl champions. “That experience will 
lead them to the inevitable conclusion: 
There are greater goals, unreached aspira- 
tions that this team really left on the 
table,” Miles says. “So why not set your 
sights very realistically higher? Not just 
talk about them. Not just point at them. 
But actually work like heck to get them.” 


Josh Fields just kept getting better as his 
sophomore season progressed; he shattered 
school season records for completions, 
attempts, yards and TDs. Not since the 
late ’80s has the team had such long-term 
promise at the position. “He’s developed 
into a really good leader,” says All-America 
wide receiver Rashaun Woods, who 


gtabbed 17 of Fields’ 31 touchdown tosses. 
“And Josh has become smarter and more 
aware of what's going on around him.” 
Fields’ participation in spring drills was 
limited as he concentrated instead on his 
job as third baseman with the Cowboy 
baseball team. That left redshirt freshman 
Jamie Beeghley with a full workload to 
prove himself as the new No. 2 man. 
Beeghley fulfilled the tag, yet faces compe- 
tition when three touted freshman quar- 
terbacks arrive in August. Among them: 
Woods’ younger brother Donovan, the 
Oklahoma High School Player of the Year. 


Three tailbacks took turns starting and 
spraining ankles last fall, before Tatum 
Bell broke through with the kind of sea- 
son that had been expected since he 
arrived as a hyped recruit two years earlier. 

There's a sense that Bell is ready to be 
a star. “Tatum has really matured,” says 
offensive coordinator Mike Gundy. “He's 
always had great speed and talent, but 
now he’s running tough. That's what 
we've got to have.” 

Depth is a plus for the Cowboys. 
Backup Seymore Shaw is a slashing run- 
ner who had the starter’s job until his 
severe ankle sprain opened the door for 
Bell. Shaw is a future feature back. 

Vernand Morency, who gave up a pro 


emerge to 


baseball career, is also capable if he can 
stay out of Miles’ doghouse. 

Tim Burrough missed half of last sea- 
son with a broken hand but returns to 
reclaim his fullback job. Burrough is a 
fierce blocker and solid receiver. 


Woods may be the premier wide 
receiver in the country. “If there's a better 
one, I haven't seen him,” Miles says. 

After leading the nation with 17 
touchdown catches, Woods considered 
opting for the NFL Draft, but instead 
returned to OSU for the opportunity to 
take the program to another level. 

Woods also came back to enjoy playing 
with his two younger brothers — quar- 
terback recruit Donovan and D’Juan, a 
redshirt freshman receiver. 

D’Juan is an unpolished copy of 
Rashaun and asserted himself as the 
starter opposite his brother in the spring. 

Other threats are needed. If someone 
from a group of John Wohlgemuth, Ken- 
neth Williams or Errick McCown doesn't 
emerge, then coaches will look for help 
from incoming freshmen. 

Tight ends Billy Bajema and Charlie 
Johnson will likely play more featured roles. 
Bajema is a former high school quarterback 
who has developed into a real receiving 
threat. Johnson can catch and run. 


The Cowboys finished one conference win shy of playing in the 
2002 Big 12 championship game. Wins over Texas A&M, 
Nebraska and Oklahoma were enlightening for a previously 
underachieving team. Now confident, OSU players and coaches 
are convinced they can compete for a Big 12 title. Enough key 
components are in place, beginning with the triplets on offense 
— Rashaun Woods, Josh Fields and Tatum Bell. The offensive 
line must take form.

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ashaun Woods is ever eager to talk about his big catch. Not the 
corner-of-the-end-zone grab that so satisfyingly denied Okla- 
homa a shot at the 2001 national championship. 

Not any of his 17 touchdown receptions a year ago, which included a 
more-than-memorable trio that sank the Sooners again and sent Okla- 
homa State on to its best season since 1997. 

Woods lights up recalling his most prized catch of all, a big fat fight- 
ing bass he hooked in the back brush of a Stillwater pond. 

“Ten pounds, eight ounces,” says Woods, flashing a gaping grin that 
belies his usual cool. “Now that’s a thrill.” 

That's the other side of Woods, better known for delivering thrills on 
fall Saturdays as one of the elite wide receivers in the land. 

Woods was a Big 12 secret before last year, when he led the nation in 
touchdown catches and finished third in yards per game and fourth in 
receptions per game. Some of his best work came in spotlight games 
against outstanding defenders: 

* Seven receptions, 143 yards and a touchdown in a mismatch with 
UCLA star corner Ricky Manning Jr. 

* 11 receptions, 134 yards and a touchdown in the face of Nebraska's 
Dejuan Groce. 

* 12 receptions, 226 yards and three touchdowns in a nationally tele- 
vised torching of the vaunted Sooner secondary. 

* Nine receptions, 164 yards and a touchdown against Southern Mis- 
sissippi’s Etric Pruitt in the 2002 Houston Bowl.

Discussing those conquests, however, just doesn’t interest Woods 
nearly as much as rods and reels and spinner baits. 

“Thats his personality,” says OSU offensive coordinator Mike Gundy. 
“He's very low key. He's quiet. He doesn't partake in what you would 
think a normal college student's activities would be. 

“He plays football. He studies. And he fishes.” 

Woods’ love for dipping lines in lakes and private ponds is rooted in 
his upbringing. He grew up in a fishing family. 

As their Oklahoma City house swelled with children, Juana and 
Lawrence looked for budget-conscious ways to have fun with their six 
sons and daughters. 

“Fishing was something we could do as a family,” Juana says. “Go to 
the lake, pack up a picnic lunch, fish and talk and just share. 

“It’s one of those inexpensive things you can do when you have a lot 
of children. And it’s one of those things you can do to develop a rela- 
tionship, just talking.” 

Juana Woods was key in her sons’ athletic adventures. She urged them 
into as many sports as possible. She even coached T-ball. As a result, they 
became passionate about their games. And it paid off, with Rashaun now 
joined at OSU by two promising brothers — redshirt freshman receiver 
D’Juan and incoming freshman quarterback Donovan. 

At first, Juana just wanted to keep them occupied. 

“T have this theory, that ifyou take a child to church, and let them play 
sports, they're too tired to get into trouble,” Juana says. “So our kids sing 
in the choir and do all the other things the kids do at church. 

“And I keep them busy in sports. Football. Baseball. Basketball. Track. 
And by the time they do their homework, they're exhausted. It’s a way of 
life for us.”

The Woods clan still prays and plays together, with Cowboy games 
quite a gathering. 

And when time allows, they fish. That’s Lawrence's influence. 

“My dad taught me how to fish when I was real young,” Rashaun says. 
“He enjoyed doing it and since he enjoyed it, | enjoyed going with him. 

“Going out in a small 14-foot cajun boat, my mom, dad, my two lit- 
tle brothers squeezing in like sardines, all going out crappie fishing. 
That's my best memory.” 

Rashaun is serious about his fishing. 

Back before he became a rising pro prospect, he made a declaration 
that hed rather be a Bass Master than an NFL wideout. 


Two-sport star? Woods excels at catching both 
fish and footballs. 


Now? “I wouldn't mind doing both,” says Woods, who made a guest 
appearance on Jimmy Houston's outdoor fishing show last winter. 
“Either one. If I wasn't playing football, I'd be a lot more heavy toward 
bass fishing.” 

Or, Cowboys receivers coach Todd Monken suspects, if the money 
was right, there might be no question. 

“If he thought he could make $5 million fishing,” Monken says, “I’m 
not sure he wouldnt give up playing football.” 

Like with football, Woods is into fishing for the thrills. 

Now that might sound silly to the uninitiated, those who find fishing 
a fine lazy-day activity, maybe a chance to hide the eyes under a ball cap 
and doze off and dream a while. 

That's not the fishing Woods knows. 

“Hard work and dedication,” says Woods, comparing the standards 
that make him successful at his two favorite passions. “Same rules apply. 
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I get more joy out of finding a fish than actually catching them. I want 
to get into tournament fishing. One thing those guys are good at is find- 
ing the fish. 

“Anybody can go out and catch however many fish they want. To go 
ona public lake with 100 boats out there with fishermen competing, and 
catch the limit, that’s what I want to do.”

So, what will it be? Football? Fishing? Both? 

“I could probably do both, but I probably wouldn't because of foor- 
ball. But I would definitely have my share of tournaments.” 

For now, he's gathering his share of Cowboy receiving records. 

Woods is No. 1 at OSU in yards in a season (1,695), receptions in a 
season (107) and career (216) and season touchdown receptions (17). 
Early this season, he'll likely claim all other significant marks, most set by 
former Cowboy All-American Hart Lee Dykes. 

“He's the greatest receiver I faced this year,” Kansas State All-Amer- 
ica corner Terence Newman said of Woods last winter after collecting 
the Thorpe Award, recognizing the nation’s top defensive back. “He's 
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the greatest receiver I’ve faced in my career.” 

Gundy was on the throwing end of Dykes’ records and never thought 
his former teammate would have a peer. 

Now, he’s not so sure. 

“They both have an uncanny ability to judge the ball and go take it 
away,” says Gundy. “Woods is as good as Dykes at doing that. Like Hart 
Lee, Woods is very good at playing basketball with the 
defender and using leverage. 

“Whenever there was good competition, Hart Lee 
wasn't going to let anybody whip him in anything. He 
was very, very competitive. That's what makes guys 
like him really good players. Woods is the same way.” 

Prior to joining the OSU staff last year, Monken 
directed the wide-open attacks at Louisiana Tech. He 
had coached some talented wideouts at Tech, includ- 
ing a record-setter in Troy Edwards. He heard the hype 
surrounding Woods upon his arrival in Stillwater, 
wondering how much to believe. 

“When I got here,” Monken says, “there were a few 
people telling me, “He's really not as good as people are 
putting him out to be.’ And youre fearful of that, 
when you come into a situation where they've been 
losing, where maybe they're trying to tout some guy. 

“Well, he really is that good.” 

What makes Woods so good? A variety of things, 
coaches say, from his precise route-running, to his 
great hands, to his size and deceiving speed. 

“He's one of the most competitive athletes I’ve ever 
been around,” Monken says. “And he works harder at 
being a great player than anybody I've been around. 
He’s not only blessed with tremendous, God-given 
ability, he works at it. 

“And he learns from each rep. I’ve been where guys 
can go a whole game and they don’t understand what's 
happening until after ir’s happening. Rashaun’s a guy 
who studies the heck out of film.” 

And, like most great athletes, he has an undeniable 
air of confidence about him. 

“T don’t look at it as cockiness,” says Monken, “but 
when we played UCLA (a 38-24 loss), he came to the 
sideline and said, “You just throw the ball to me and 
I'll win the game by myself.’ 

“He didn’t mean it to be that, ‘I’m the only guy on 
this team.’ He is a complete team player. He under- 
stands it takes everybody to be successful. But he truly 
believes in his heart that if you line up every time and 
throw the ball to him, you can win the game. He has 
that confidence in himself.” 

Woods is constantly competing. Not just against 
defensive backs or defensive coordinators who dare to 
devise a scheme that can limit him. There's an inner 
drive that may be tougher than any coverage scheme.

yards or whatever, I think I could do better,” Woods 
says. “It’s never good enough for me. I don't know why. Sometimes | 
don’t think my best is enough. 

“They tell me I’m too critical of myself. But I always think I can push 
myself to do more.” 

So Woods pushes. 

On the practice field, where he often keeps quarterback Josh Fields 
and others around for extra work afterward. In the film room. In games. 
On the headsets. 

“Tm never going to settle,” says Woods. “I’m not saying I’m looking 
for more yards or anything for me, I just want to make the big plays to 
help my team win, whether that’s blocking or catching the ball. I'd take

a good block that springs (tailback) Tatum Bell any day.” 

Gundy was hired as part of Les Miles’ new staff for Woods’ breakout 
season in 2001. Gradually, the coaches realized what they had at their 
disposal. 

“Tt was about midway through the year,” Gundy says. “Every time we 
threw him the ball, he scored touchdowns. Pretty soon somebody said, 
‘Anytime we get inside the 20, we need to throw the ball to him,’ 

“Then it became pretty clear what we had.” 

The Cowboys kept throwing it to Woods all over the field. And 
Woods kept making plays. Difference-making plays. 

And he'll do it again, after deciding against declaring early for the 
NFL Draft. Woods wants to play with his brothers. And he wants to be 
around when the Oklahoma State program enjoys even more success. An 
8-5 record and a bowl game victory weren't enough. 

“Now it’s time to go higher,” Woods says. “Now that we've done that, 
it’s not enough. We're thirsty for more.” 

How much more? A Big 12 championship. 

“Those are the expectations,” says Woods. “Now, more than ever, 
they’re more realistic. Every year we have those expectations, but we have 
the look of a team that can meet those expectations. 

“Not only in our eyes, but in everybody's eyes. They know we can be 
a threat in the Big 12.” 

And Woods insists that’s not just some fish story. 

While hed never admit an interest, there are personal goals out there 
for Woods as well. 

Already an All-American, he’s a top candidate for the Biletnikoff 
Award, and the school is planning a major push to promote him for the 
Heisman Trophy. 
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And then there are fish to catch — for the chase more than the chow. 
“If I’m fishing bass, I let them go,” says Woods. “If I’m fishing crappie or 
something like that, I'll clean ’em and eat ‘em. Mostly it’s more of sport 
fishing for me. I like to keep the bass population up. And go back and 
catch them again. That's the challenge.” 

If pressed, Woods will talk about his biggest catch on a football field. 
Picking one, even among a catalog that spans those 216 career grabs and 
27 touchdowns, is actually easy. 

“Tt has to be that 2001 OU game,” says Woods of his grab that led to 
a monumental upset of the Sooners. “I never had more hype put on one 
catch. I never heard more about one catch. It was like hitting a last-sec- 
ond shot in basketball, you don’t do it often.” 

The Cowboys were 3-7 at the time, playing in Norman against a No. 
4-ranked Oklahoma team still holding on to hopes of a successful 
national title defense. OSU trailed 13-9, but had the ball at the Sooner 
14 with 1:45 to play. 

“L can describe it like it was yesterday,” Woods says. “We're running to 
the line of scrimmage, going no-huddle, because the coaches thought we 
could catch them off-guard. 

“On the sideline, the coaches are yelling “Colorado, Colorado,’ which 
at the time was the name of that route. There wasn’t any doubt where the 
ball was going. 

“Tt was going to be tough, but Josh put it in a great spot. I ran a fade 
route and he put it on my outside shoulder. The only place I could get 
it and come down with the catch.” 

Quite a catch it was, sending the Cowboys and Woods on to greater 
days ahead. 


In fact, a keeper. 
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ocation, location, location. Mack 

Brown says with consecutive 11- 

win seasons and top 10 finishes, his 
Longhorns have set up shop in the proper 
subdivision — National Title Estates. 

“We've moved into the neighbor- 
hood,” Brown says. “Now, if you stay in 
that neighborhood, if you're fortunate, 
everything will fall in place one year and 
you will win all the games.” 

So when will the UT family vacation 
involve a trip to the national champi- 
onship game, or at least an excursion to a 
Bowl Championship Series contest? In 
Brown's five seasons, UT has made three 
short treks to the Cotton Bowl in Dallas 
and a couple of pre-New Year's Day visits 
to San Diego for the Holiday Bowl. In 
that time, four Big 12 teams have enjoyed 
outings to the more desirable locations of 
Pasadena, Tempe, New Orleans and 
Miami — sites of the BCS bowls. 

With 15 starters returning, including 
some of the country’s top offensive skill 
players, Texas has its eyes on the top prize. 

“We have what it takes,” junior quar- 
terback Chance Mock says. “With the 
players we have, the national champi- 
onship has to be the goal.” 


Brown wasted little time in deciding to 
hand the starting job to Mock over highly 


touted redshirt freshman Vincent Young, 
but he did say Young was likely to play in 
every game. “We've learned that in today’s 
college game you've got to have two guys 
ready to play quarterback at a high level,” 
Brown says. “And you probably won't 
have time to get a guy up to speed on the 
run. So you'd better have somebody that 
has been on the field and faced live bul- 
lets ready to go should something happen 
to your No. | guy.” 

Mock is a hard-nosed player who is 
more athletic than predecessors Major 
Applewhite and Chris Simms, and he has 
a strong arm. Young is an explosive run- 
ner with breakaway speed and ability, but 
until he gets a handle on the offense, he 
will be relegated to fill-in duty. Brown 
hasn't decided how much he'll play and 
under what circumstances, but he is cer- 
tain to see more than mop-up duty. 


Tailback Cedric Benson has the nerve to 
be disappointed with a season in which he 
rushed for 1,293 yards. He vows to be bet- 
ter this season. “I’m harder on myself than 
anyone else,” Benson says. “I just don’ feel 
our running game produced what it 
should have. That won't happen again.” 

Benson's 4.2 yards per carry was a drop- 
off of a half-yard from his first season, and 
he didn’t have a 100-yard game in the last 


five contests, but he was playing behind a 
below-average offensive line and played 
through a slew of nagging injuries. 

Sophomore Selvin Young is a capable 
backup and change-of-pace guy. He split 
time with Benson in the latter part of the 
season, so he will get his touches. 

Fullbacks have been virtual offensive 
linemen in the Longhorns’ system, but 
former starting tailback Ivan Williams 
(20 receptions a year ago) brings a pass- 
catching dimension that makes him a 
threat. He suffered a knee injury in a 
pickup basketball game and missed the 
spring, but if he returns to health he 
should be a key contributor. 


Roy Williams, B.J. Johnson 
and Sloan Thomas were once 
billed as the country’s best 
freshman class of receivers. 
Now, they are the country’s 

top senior trio and should 
have a huge year. 

With a new quarterback, 
expect some inconsistency and more 
emphasis on the running game. But 
Williams, whose 27 receiving touchdowns 
are 11 more than anyone in school history, 
may be the most dangerous player in the 
nation, so expect him to get his hands on 
the ball in a variety of ways. “I don’t think 


A stagnant running game has been the major problem in the 
biggest game of the season the last three years. Texas has a 
combined 73 yards rushing on 77 carries in its three straight 
losses to Oklahoma. UT can’t average 3.4 yards per carry and 
finish 74th in the country in rushing and win the national title.

Lesson learned Don‘t expect the Chance Mock-Vincent 
Young quarterback duel to become a controversy. Brown 
learned a lot during the two-year Major Applewhite-Chris 
Simms public debate.

Offensive In five seasons under coordinator Greg Davis, 
the Longhorns have posted five of the school’s top six 
passing seasons, four of its top six total yardage seasons 
and the top four scoring years in school history. 


Two-sport star Running back Cedric Benson again played 
outfield in the Dodgers’ organization this summer. Last 
year, Brown criticized Benson’s summer baseball ven- 
ture, questioning his football conditioning after an injury- 
plagued season, but Benson has vowed to be in the best 
shape of his career when he hits the field this fall.

THE PROS: CONS 


et’s start with a question. How many coaches would you rather 
have running your program than Mack Brown? If your answer is 
greater than the number of fingers on one hand, you probably 
don't know much about college football. Brown is among the elite 
coaches in the game because he gets the job done — on and off the field. 

Where is the national championship, you ask? Hey, there’s only one of 
those available each year, and its winner is determined as much by dumb 
luck as by great coaching. 

It would be senseless to use national championships as a measuring 
stick to determine a coach’s value. If that were the case, there would be 
just a handful of capable coaches out there. 

Brown is not only capable; he’s one of the best. 

For every two-year wonder like Bob Stoops and Jim Tressel, whom 
fate propitiously smiled upon with positions at powerhouses hoarding 
national title talent, there is a Bobby Bowden (28 years and 259 victo- 
ries) and a Tom Osborne (25 years and 255 victories), for whom it took 
more than two decades to win a national crown. 

This year, Brown enters his 20th season as a head coach. Forget the 
four years he spent at Appalachian State and Tulane — a national cham- 
pionship can’t be won there. You can also dismiss his first few seasons at 
North Carolina, as it took him time to upgrade the Tar Heels’ talent — 
he went 1-10 in each of his first two seasons — and its not like there is 
a history of championships in Chapel Hill. 

Had he stayed at North Carolina, it’s conceivable that Brown would 
have a national championship by now, but after building a national 
power with back-to-back 10-win seasons and Top 10 finishes, Brown 
took a Texas program 15 years removed from its glory days and rapidly 
returned it to prominence. \ 

In the dozen years before Brown, Texas had lost at least five games 
nine times, posting five losing seasons and one 5—5—1 campaign. 

It took Brown just one season — a 9-3 year in 1998, highlighted by 
Ricky Williams’ run to the Heisman Trophy — to put UT back on the 
map. Life on the Forty Acres has only gotten better since. Texas has fin 
ished in the Top 10 in consecutive seasons for the first time since 1977-78. 

No coach in school history, not even Darrell Royal, ever won at least 
nine games in five straight seasons or 11 games in back-to-back years, as 
Brown has done. | 

In fact, no coach in the country can match Brown’: active streak of 
nine-win seasons (seven). That's consistency. 

Since 1990 — his first winning campaign at North Carolina = 
Brown has won 116 games. Only Bowden (137) has won more, and 
Bowden is also the only coach who tops Brown’s current runs of 13 con- 
secutive winning seasons and 11 straight bowl appearances. 

Unassuming as he is, Brown has never touted himself as agenius; hence 
few think of him as such. But after 11 seasons as an offensive assistant and 
19 years as a head coach, you would think he might know a little about 
the game. The numbers say so. 

How many coaches have fielded a 2,000-yard rusher and passer, and 
a 1,000-yard receiver in the same season? ? Two — Brown and USC's John 
Robinson. | 

Irs no accident that five seasons into his tenure, Brown's players hold 
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UT’s single season records for rushing yards, passing yards and receiving 
yards. Pretty impressive for a coach who supposedly can find the gro- 
ceries, but can’t cook. 

Speaking of grocery shopping, what’s with this “Mr. February” tag? If 
you cant recruit, you can’t win — period. Being one of the top recruiters 
in the country is considered a negative? How ridiculous is that, consid- 
ering it is one of the more significant aspects of a college coach's job? 

As is community relations. Present a hand, Brown will shake it. Ask 
for his presence at a charity function, and Brown will be there and be 
personable. You can’t find a better representative for your university. 

UT attendance records continue to topple as the school searches for 
seats for the masses enthused by Brown's infusion of optimism. Season 
tickets sales are up nearly 23,000 since Brown's arrival, and the Long- 
horns are riding a four-year run of sellouts. 

The money is coming in so fast and in such abundance that despite 
being one of the highest-paid coaches in the game, Brown is probably

underpaid. Few CEOs can match his profit margin. 

And Brown has done it the right way. His most oft-repeated line is, 
“We want to win championships with nice kids who graduate.” 

He will not let his assistants lose sight of that goal. With so much at 
stake, many coaches will readily turn their back on character issues and 
completely ignore the responsibility to educate. Not Brown. 

No scandals, no tutors writing term papers or taking exams, no 
NCAA violations. He runs a clean program. 

Brown's long list of accomplishments will be significant even if he 
leaves the game without a national championship trophy. 

But that won't happen. Mack Brown is a winner, and one day he will 
win a national championship. On that day, he will be known as an excel- 
lent football coach with a national title to his credit. 

Until then, he’s just an excellent football coach.

OF THE MACK BROWN ERA 


ou don't need night vision goggles to see the oversized monkey 

— or Longhorn, if you prefer — on Mack Brown's back. Take 

your pick, because there’s no ring on either the monkey’s finger 
or the Horn’s hoof. 

(Hey, there was no ring put on the hoof of North Carolinas Ram mas- 
cot during Brown's 10 seasons there, either.) 

Just win, baby? How about just win anything, baby? 

What has the Texas football coach ever won? Nineteen years as a head 
coach, and not eyen a conference championship to brag about. 

Mythical recruiting titles in February may garner media attention and 
fuel alumni excitement, but football is played on the field in the fall, not 
at the fax machine in late winter. 

Brown's memorable victory celebrations involve him proudly holding 
up letters-of-intent from would-be studs. The country’s better coaches 
drip with Gatorade as they hold up conference championship trophies, 
Bowl Championship Series game trophies or — dare we say it — the 
national championship trophy. 

Brown says if his teams are good every year (he calls it being in the 
right neighborhood), he will eventually win it all. Sounds like he expects 


Ed McMahon to knock on the door with an all-expenses-paid trip to the - 


national championship game. 
Brown believes only one of his teams should have won a conference 
title, because all the others were not favored to do so. 


Huh? Has the NCAA implemented a rule against underdogs winning — 


championships? 

You would figure that a guy who has brought in as much talent as 
Brown has since his first winning season at North Carolina in 1990 
would put together one magical run to a conference championship. 

Therein lies the key: a coach has to put the pieces together to fashion 
a special season. 

Brown hasn't shown the ability to do so. 

Every coach cant revolutionize the game, but opposing coaches will tell 
you that Brown is no heavyweight champion of X’s and O's. And he is a 
questionable motivator, as his teams are often soft, particularly in big games. 

The UT ministers of information, who produce a media guide that 
makes War and Peace look like a leaflet, inform that Brown is the only coach 
in the country to win at least nine games in each of the past seven years. 

By comparison, Oklahoma's Bob Stoops has a measly three-year streak 
of nine or more wins. Oh, did we mention, that Stoops has actually won 
at least 10 games three years in a row, and he has a national championship, 
two Big 12 crowns and a three-game winning streak over Browns boys? 

Brown has taken teams to 11 straight bowls games. Only Florida 
State’s Bobby Bowden (21) and Tennessee’s Phil Fulmer (11) can match 
that. Now, of the three, which one doesn't have a national championship 
or a slew of meaningful bowl games on his record? 

Last year’s Texas media guide began its eight-page Brown-worshipping 
section with the words: “Mack Brown's remarkable record as a head 
coach ...” Can't argue that. Webster's defines remarkable as, “worthy of 
being noticed; unusual.” 

Without question, Brown's record is worthy of being noticed, as often 
his teams play well enough to earn a smidgen of their publicity. And it is 
unusual in that no coach in the country has put together such sterling 


marks without a ring to show for it. 

Kansas State’s Bill Snyder, who has been lauded for turning a putrid 
program into a national title contender, has gone bowling 10 consecu- 
tive times, and like Brown hasn't won a conference championship. 

OF course, you never see Snyder's Wildcats listed among the top 
recruiting classes in the country and you don’t often see Snyder's players’ 
names being called in the first hour of the NFL Draft. No, because Sny- 
der has done an excellent job of getting his team into the hunt despite 
the obstacles. It’s called overachieving. 

Brown, on the other hand, has all the advantages of a beautiful campus, 
bountiful alumni coffers, rich recruiting territory and a storied tradition.

His teams underachieve. 

If Brown had managed to get any of his highly rated squads to play above 
its ability he would, at the very least, have a conference championship. 

While at North Carolina, Brown never beat Florida State. His Texas 
teams have been knocked off twice in the Big 12 Championship Game, 
and as mentioned above, are three-time losers to Oklahoma. 

Not only does Brown fall short against good teams when there is 
something riding on the outcome, he can't beat all the average teams in 
similar situations. Twice Texas has come up short at Texas Tech when a 
victory would have meant a trip to the Big 12 Championship Game. 

You dontt see Tech listed among the nation’s elite in February (signing 
day) or April (NFL draft), do you? 

OK, Brown took Texas to Lincoln and beat Nebraska twice (1998 and 
2002), but those were the two worst Nebraska teams in the last 35 years. 

Mack Brown isa fine man and a decent human being — he probably 
wont be caught rubbing on some hottie at a topless bar. But since he is 
just an average football coach, he probably won't be caught rubbing on 
the national championship trophy anytime soon, either. 
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s they left the field for the final 

time under R.C. Slocum late 

last November in Austin, Texas 
A&M players and coaches were treated to 
a chorus of “Poor Aggies” from Texas fans 
celebrating the Horns’ lopsided win. Fol- 
lowing an off-season filled with coaching 
changes and key player departures, the 
Aggies realize that sentiment may still 
exist as they prepare for 2003. 

‘People will look at our record last year 
(6-6 overall, 3-5 Big 12), see the big-name 
people we lost and see we have a new 
coaching staff,” says A&M safety Jaxson 
Appel. “I’m sure they'll look at all we lost 
and assume it could be a long year for us. 
But I have to say that while we've lost a lot, 
we've found something more important.” 

In the course of a vigorous off-season 
and a lively spring, the Aggies believe they 
have found a new focus and a heightened 
intensity level under new head coach 
Dennis Franchione. The 2003 road 
schedule is brutal and the personnel con- 
cerns are numerous, but it’s not out of the 
realm of possibility that Fran’s first season 
in Aggieland could be as eye-opening to 
A&M's opponents as his first off-season 
was to the Aggie players.

then-No. 1 Oklahoma. The win was 
orchestrated by Reggie McNeal, the elu- 
sive playmaker with the big arm and the 
quick feet. 

McNeal possesses remarkable skills in 
the pocket and on the run, but his thin 
frame is a concern. A week after the upset 
of OU, he was injured early against Mis- 
souri and did not play against Texas. He's 
still a work in progress in terms of his deci- 
sion-making, and he still must prove he can 
stand up to the rigors of a Big 12 season. 

With or without McNeal, the Aggies’ 
passing game should be productive, as 
Dustin Long returns for his junior season. 
Long, who started nine games last season, 
passed for 2,509 yards, the second-high- 
est single-season total in school history.

To many, it seems like only yesterday 
that A&M was a grind-it-out, ball-control 
offense that relied predominately on its 
strong running game. But it’s been quite a 
while since the “Aggies have run the ball 
well; they have failed to average better than 
3.8 yards per carry for five straight seasons. 

Franchione has said he will focus on a 
more balanced attack, but only time will 
tell if A&M actually has the personnel to 
make that happen. Junior Derek Farmer 
is an adequate tailback, combining good 
speed and tremendous power. But Farmer 


often appears to seek contact instead of 
avoiding it, and he has been hampered by 
several injuries in his first two seasons. 

The Aggies’ tailback of the future — 
and possibly of the present — is redshirt 
freshman Courtney Lewis. He shined in 
the spring and will make a strong push 
for significant playing time this fall. 

Former quarterback Jason Carter 
proved to be a good fit into the new A- 
Back position. Carter will be used all over 
the field — in the backfield, in the slot 
and out wide.

The Aggies return two of the Big 12's 
best receivers in senior Jamaar Taylor and 
junior Terrence Murphy. Taylor is a go-to 
target, catching 44 passes for a team-high 
17.3 yards per reception last year. Mur- 
phy was slowed early last season by a bro- 
ken thumb, but he still managed to catch 
36 passes for 599 yards. 

Junior Terrence Thomas has also 
proven to bea solid receiver in his first two 
seasons, and the Aggies possess some out- 
standing younger prospects.

Keys to a Top 25 Finish 


Texas A&M must find replacements for several key defensive 
starters, including standouts Ty Warren, Sammy Davis and Ter- 
rence Kiel. But with a long list of promising youngsters stepping 
into new roles, the new-look Wrecking Crew should be up to its 
old standards. Perhaps the biggest key for the Aggies is to find 
more balance on offense. With the return of quarterbacks Reg- 
gie McNeal and Dustin Long and a star-studded stable of 


receivers, A&M should have 
plenty of passing firepower. 
But A&M must become a bet- 
ter running team to get back 
into the final Top 25 for the 
first time since 1999. The 
Aggies have not produced a 
1,000-yard rusher since 1998 
and have not been physical 
enough up front. Protecting 
the home field and finding a 
way to win in Lubbock for the 
first time since 1993 could 
also make Dennis Fran- 
chione’s_ first year in 
Aggieland one to remember.

New defensive coordina- 
tor Carl Torbush says he 
loves the “Wrecking Crew” 
moniker he inherits. But it 
will feature a different look. 
For the most part, the 
Aggies have utilized the 3-4 
defense since Jackie Sherrill 
first arrived in the early 
1980s. With Fran’s arrival, 
however, the Aggies will go 
to the 4-3. 

That will put an empha- 
sis on finding more line- 
men, which is something 
Franchione began address- 
ing last February by signing 
five defensive linemen. At 
least one of those linemen 
— probably junior college 
transfer Mike Montgomery 
— could figure into the 
rotation right away. 

Even with the loss of star 
end Ty Warren, the Aggies’ 
first-team line appears to be 
solid. Tackles Marcus Jas- 
min and Johnny Jolly are both big run-stoppers 
in the middle, while Linnis Smith and David 
Ross form athletic bookends. Jasmin and 
Smith, in particular, could be honors candi- 
dates.

Strong safety Keelan Jackson 
is a physical force and a punishing tackler, but

It's an imposing to-do list. During the last four years, A&M has 
been a program on decline. Since winning the Big 12 title in 1998, 
the Aggies have gone 29-19 overall. More telling, however, was that 
during that same time period, A&M was a combined 3-13 against 
Big 12 rivals Oklahoma, Texas, Nebraska, Colorado and Texas Tech. 

Mediocrity reached its peak last season when the Aggies stumbled 
to a 6-6 record, went 3-4 at the once-impregnable Kyle Field, fell 
to fifth in the Big 12 South standings and failed to earn a bow! bid. 

Despite the declining production, former head coach R.C. 
Slocum still had a following in Aggieland. But even some of his 
players seemed to be losing interest. 

“Everybody was kind of getting bored with the way we were 
doing things,” A&M junior linebacker Randall Webb says. “It was 
real stale. It seemed like there wasn’t much motivation under 
Slocum. Coach Fran, though, he’s like a breath of fresh air. I’m 
refreshed; we're all refreshed.” 

So are current A&M students, former students and fans across the 
Lone Star State. Since Fran was hired on Dec. 6, 2002, season ticket 
inquiries and memberships in the 12th Man Foundation, the athletic 
fundraising organization of A&M athletics, have skyrocketed. 

From December through March, the 12th Man Foundation esti- 
mates it received 3,100 new donors at a minimum of $150 per 
membership. Many of those new members joined the organization 
for the right to purchase season tickets — even though A&M's 2003 
home schedule has few marquee matchups. 

“We've seen a dramatic increase in memberships and ticket sales 
since Coach Fran’s arrival,” says Miles Marks, executive director and 
CEO of the 12th Man Foundation. “Coming off a 6-6 season, we 
were concerned that we might suffer a drop in season tickets and 
memberships. 

“But Coach Fran's hiring has energized our donors. We're antici- 
pating record-setting season ticket sales. He's already been a light- 
ning rod in terms of producing electricity among our fans.” 

“Fran Mania” is evident in numerous other ways. “Frantastic” T- 
shirts are a wardrobe necessity for many students. More than 600 
fans turned out for a signing-day party with Franchione on national 
letter of intent day. And G. Rollie White Coliseum, the former 
home of A&M basketball, was rocking like the old Holler House on 
the Brazos when Fran introduced his “Night of Champions” weight- 
lifting exhibition. 

Undeniably, there is a new spirit of optimism at A&M, which was 
already regarded as one of the most spirited universities in the coun- 
try. Even former A&M players are yearning to slip on the maroon 
and white once more for a chance to play under the new regime. 

“T wish I had another year or two left,” 2003 NFL first-round 
draft pick Ty Warren said after the Aggies’ first spring practice. “You 
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can tell there’s a new energy. This team is going to be better in a hurry.” 

“T could tell a difference from the first day (Franchione) met with the 
team,” says former A&M quarterback Mark Farris. “And to hear about 
all the little things he is doing, man, that makes me wish I had more eli- 
gibility.” 

It has probably been the little things that have made the biggest 
impression on A&M _ fans 
and, most importantly, the 
current A&M players. 

Other coaches talk about 
the team being a family 
atmosphere; Fran promotes 
it and works to ensure it 
exists. Since he was hired at 
A&M, the football team 
attended an A&M basketball 
game and baseball game 
together, had a team picnic, 
played softball and went 
bowling together. Those may 
seem like little things, but 
they have gone a long way 
toward building team unity. 

“The enthusiasm level is 
amazing,” says A&M senior 
receiver Jamaar Taylor. 
“(Fran) brings so much to 
the team. The guys are all 
together now. We go bowling 
together, we go to games 
together. It’s a great thing. It’s 
going to be a new Aggie team.” 

It should also be a better-conditioned and stronger Aggie team. When 
he arrived, Franchione was surprised at the overall lack of strength of the 
A&M players. With the help of strength coach Mike Clark, one of the 
lone holdovers from the Slocum regime, Franchione implemented a 
much more intense strength and conditioning program. 

According to the players, Slocum was not often seen in the locker 
room or the weight room, especially in the off-season. Fran's hands-on 
approach was first a shock and then a welcome surprise to the A&M 
players. 

“First off, he’s in 
there all the time, 
encouraging us and 
demanding more of 
us,” says Webb, one 
of the emotional 
leaders of the A&M 
defense. “You can 
tell right away he's a 
players’ coach. He 
puts some fear in 
you, but you want 
to go the extra mile 
for him. Everything 
we've done since he’s gotten here has been five times more intense than 
what we were doing.” 

The spring practices were the most intense of all. The detail-oriented 
Franchione is a master of time management on the practice field, mak- 
ing the most of every minute. Prior to the first day of spring practices, 
Fran informed the media that during the last period of each practice, he 
wanted the Aggies to run 90 plays in 20 minutes. 

Even after just one practice, the winded and weary players could 
already see the long-term benefits. 

“T like the way things are run,” safety Jaxson Appel said following the 
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Coach Fran has the Aggie faithful believing once again.

first practice. “I’m not exactly feeling so great, but in the long run it will 
definitely be to our advantage because we will be in better shape. Last 
year we played 90-something snaps against Tech, and I didn’t have any- 
thing left. I don’t think that will happen in any game this year.” 

With something extra left in the tank, perhaps the 2003 Aggies will 
be able to hold onto leads in the fourth quarter. A8&cM lost five games 
last season that were decided 
in either the fourth quarter or 
overtime. 

Franchione, who _ has 
turned programs around at 
New Mexico, TCU and 
Alabama, isn’t ~— making 
promises about this first sea- 
son in Aggieland, but he sees 
immediate possibilities for 
improvement. 

“We want to win as many 
games as we can,” he says. 
“We want to be exciting and 
grow this enthusiasm — foster 
it, Nurture it to even greater 
heights. But there’s a fine line 
between enthusiasm and real- 
ity. I do notice the last three 
years we have gone 7-5, 8-4, 
6-6. Fans sometimes fail to 
remember that, so I give them 
some ‘Fran reminders.’ But 
(A&M) was very competitive 
in games last year, so hope- 
fully, we can make a difference 
and get over the hump in some of those games.” 

Fran also acknowledges that — at least eventually — Texas A&M does 
possess national championship potential. He’s known that ever since he 
began coaching in Texas at Southwest Texas State in 1990. 

That's why he had an out clause in his contract — if the A&M job 
came open — while he was at TCU. That's also one of the reasons he 
chose to leave a traditional power like Alabama for College Station. The 
Aggies, with their huge fan base, sparkling new facilities and membership 
in one of the pre- 
mier conferences in 
the country, appear 
to be the classic 
sleeping giant. 

Perhaps Dennis 
Franchione is just 
the man to awaken 
the program. A&M 
fans, donors, offi- 
cials and players

with a lot of great 
coaches — Barry Switzer, Larry Coker, Jim Donnan and so forth,” says 
Texas A&M's director of football operations Charley North, who was 
with Fran at TCU and Alabama. “They all had strengths and great char- 
acteristics. But Coach Fran has the entire package. His personality, 
recruiting, attention to detail, dedication to the coaches and players is 
exceeded by no one I’ve ever worked for. 

“Beyond the shadow of a doubt, | believe Coach Fran is going to get 
it done here. He’s going to build something big at Texas A&M.” 

He may have all the tools to do that. Even if he doesn’t know his way 
around a toolbox. 
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exas Tech enters the 2003 season 
without much star power. That 
doesn’t necessarily mean the Red 
Raiders will be lacking in firepower. 
While most of the biggest names from 
last season — Kliff Kingsbury, Aaron 
Hunt and Lawrence Flugence — have 
moved on, the returning Raiders believe 
they can continue moving up the Big 12 
ladder. Tech returns 14 starters from a 
team that made its third straight bowl 
appearance, and expectations are 
approaching an all-time high — even 
without some of their all-time leaders. 
“There's no question that we have very 
high expectations,” says all-purpose all- 
star Wes Welker. “We believe we should 
be in the hunt for the Big 12 South title, 
and we dont care if anyone else takes us 
seriously. I love that underdog role.” 


Kingsbury, who set 17 NCAA records 
during his sensational collegiate career, 
passed for 5,017 yards last season. Texas 
Tech head coach Mike Leach isn’t promis- 
ing B.J. Symons will match those num- 
bers, but he doubts the Raiders’ passing 
attack will miss a beat with a new leader 
under center. 

“T have a lot of confidence in B.J.,” 
Leach says. “For being a backup the last 
three years, he’s a pretty experienced guy. 
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He knows the system and knows what we 
expect, so he’s far ahead of the garden 
variety kind of new starting quarterback.” 

Indeed, Symons has played in 18 
games during the past three seasons, com- 
pleting better than 50 percent of his 
attempts. While most of his playing time 
has come in mop-up duty, Symons has 
already gained the confidence of his 
teammates. The senior probably has more 
arm strength than Kingsbury and has 
comparable mobility. And perhaps most 
important, he's shown a knack for mak- 
ing quick and good decisions in the 
pocket. 

The big concern for the Raiders is the 
inexperience behind Symons. Tech sim- 
ply cannot afford for him to go down 
with an injury. 


Based primarily on the Raiders’ 
scheme of using short passes as a running 
game of sorts, no team in the Big 12 pro- 
duced fewer rushing yards per game than 
Texas Tech (99.4 per contest). But don’t 
be deceived. Tech has some extremely 
dangerous running backs who can easily 
take a handoff or a short pass and make 
big things happen. 

Welker, a 5'9" senior from Oklahoma 
City, is one of the most exciting players in 
the Big 12. He's listed as a running back,

and he averaged 7.9 yards per carry last 
season. But the flashy, elusive Welker is 
most lethal when catching a short pass 
and darting into the secondary. He 
caught 86 passes for 1,054 yards and 
seven touchdowns last season. 

“(Welker) is the greatest overachiever I 
have ever coached,” Leach says. “He can 
do just about everything. He's also one of 
the most confident players I’ve been 
around, and believing you can do it is 
more than half the battle.” 

Welker isn't the only multi-purpose 
breakaway threat in the backfield. Sopho- 
more Taurean Henderson broke onto the 
scene in a big way, rushing for 793 yards 
and seven touchdowns and catching 98 
passes — an NCAA record for freshman 
— for six more scores last season. 


In addition to Welker and Henderson 
out of the backfield, the Raiders return 
an explosive and talented receiving corps 
that rivals the best of the best in the Big 
12. The trio of Carlos Francis, Mickey 
Peters and Nehemiah Glover combined 
to catch 166 passes for 2,054 yards last 
season. Add in Welker and Henderson, 
and the five receivers/running backs 
combined for 350 receptions and 3,741 
yards. 

“It’s a good group,” Leach says. “Those 


Without their all-time leading passer, all-time leading tackler 
and all-time sack leader, the Red Raiders may be easy to over- 
look in the unbelievably strong Big 12 South. But if senior quar- 
terback B.J. Symons can 
expectations, Tech could be a team to watch in 2003. With all of 
his skill position players back — and all but one starting offen- 
sive lineman returning from last season — Symons will have 
plenty of weapons at his dis- 
posal. Perhaps the bigger 
question for Tech is not how

Tech allowed 46 sacks last season, second- 
most in the Big 12. But considering that the 
Raiders attempted 316 more passes than any 
other team in the league, Tech's offensive front 
was much more than adequate in its pass pro- 
tection. 

And with four of five starters returning from 
last season, Tech's offensive line could be one of 
the better units in the Big 12. Led by seniors 
Toby Cecil at center and Casey Keck at right 
tackle, the line appears to be quite capable of 
providing Symons with enough time to throw 
and opening up a few holes for the lightning- 
quick running backs.

Adell Duckett played extremely well last sea- 
son on the opposite side from Hunt. Now, the 
athletic junior must prove he can handle the 
role of being in the spotlight instead of playing 
in Hunt's shadow. Duckett, a quick and versa- 
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tile end, finished second on 
the team with five sacks and 
also produced 8.5. tackles 
for a loss. 

The interior of the 
defensive front is a major 
concern, as both tackles 
must be replaced. Ken

Every team in the Big 12 is 
not only home to your enemy, but some great 
golf as well. While not as celebrated as Florida, 
Myrtle Beach or Hawaii, the states that are 
home to the Big 12 schools are also home to 
several great golf courses, in addition to all the 
top-shelf football teams. So let's go on a quick 
tour of Big 12 country. 


There are numerous top-notch 
tracks within shouting distance of 
the university, but if we're sticking 
to Boulder proper, Flatirons Golf 
Course stands out. A Robert Bruce 
Harris design, the facility opened in 
1933. Flatirons might be the easiest course to 
walk in all of Colorado. The mature layout is 
mostly flat, but the fairways are narrow in many 
areas and the old bird is tougher than she looks. 
Still, it’s a course the casual player can enjoy 
without losing a box of balls. The length of the 
par-70 extends from 5,226 to 6,782 yards. The 
basic prices are $30 during the week, $34 on 
weekends, with an additional $24 per person 
for a cart. There is a driving range to help you 
get loose and club rentals are available. 

If it’s a resort experience you seek, try the 
Omni Interlocken Resort in nearby Broom- 
field. It features 27 championship-caliber holes 
of golf, as well as a spa and fitness center. Bring 
your wallet. 


Folks in Cornhusker Land do not 
lack for quality golf courses. Per- 
haps the best in town is the High- 
lands Golf Course. Designed by 

Jeff Brauer, the 18-holer opened in 
1993 and plays as long as 7,021 yards.

True to its name, Highlands attempts to give 
players the “links” or Scottish golf experience, 
with wide open spaces and lots of sand. The 
wind can make the course especially demand- 
ing. Highlands is moderately priced, with 
greens fees set at $22 on weekends, $15.75 dur- 
ing the week and $13.25 for a cart. There are 
reduced fees for seniors and juniors, as well as 
twilight rates. Club rentals are available and the 
facility has a driving range for warming up. 

An alternative might be Holmes Park Golf 
Course. Opened in 1962, Holmes is playable 
for the high-handicapper, but plenty demand- 
ing for the polished player. 


One of the top facilities in all of 
Missouri is Eagle Knoll Golf 
Club, located just minutes from 
the Mizzou campus in Harts- 

burg, Mo. The 18-hole beauty is 

6,920 yards from the tips. Designed by 
Gary Kern, Eagle Knoll opened for play in 
1996, and it is wise to call for tee times in 
advance. The layout is not for the squeamish; 
fairways are tight, greens are small and the vis- 
tas are big and spectacular. Bring your “A” 
game. Greens fees are affordable, considering 
the quality of the golf course, which includes 
practice range and club rentals. Weekday rates 
with a cart are $38 before 3 p.m., and $31 after- 
wards. Weekends are $45 with a cart, $38 from 
noon to 3 p.m. 

Another option in Columbia is A.L. Gustin 
Golf Club, which has served as the University’s 
home course. If you're planning on walking, be 
forewarned — its hilly. 


Alvamar Golf Club has been ranked among 
“America’s 50 Greatest Public Golf Courses” by 
Golf Digest. Opened in 1992, the 18-hole, par-

72 layout was designed by Bob 

Dunning. The zoysia fairways 

are tight enough to make it chal- 

lenging for the better players, but 
not ridiculously so. It plays as long 
as 7,096 yards from the back tees, and the facil- 
ity provides a practice range and club rentals. 
Greens fees without a cart are $29.50 during 
the week, $46.50 on the weekends. Cart rental 
is $14.50 per person. 

Another option is Eagle Bend Golf Course in 
Lawrence. The 18-hole facility also includes a 
range and club rental.

With multi- 
ple tees, Pebble Creek plays from 6,870 yards 
down to 4,954 yards.

An alternative in Norman is Westwood Park 
Golf Course, a 6,015-yard, par-70 course that 
is moderately priced.

There are outstanding upscale 
courses around the area, but 
most are private. For those in 
need of a fix, Shadow Hills Golf 

Course in Lubbock will do quite 
nicely. A simple, relaxing facility, 
Shadow Hills opened in 1981. The par-72 
track is a links-style design that plays as long as 
6,777 yards. Undulating and mounded fair- 
ways are featured, with water coming into play 
ona number of holes. During the week, greens 
fees are $15 to walk and $25 with a cart; the 
prices rise to $20 and $30 on the weekend. 
There is a practice range available, as well as 
club rentals. 


One would never confuse 
Manhattan with Pinehurst, 
N.C., but the area need not 
apologize for the Colbert Hills at 
Kansas State golf course, which is 
available to the public. Designed in 
the Scottish prairie style by Jeff Brauer and 
PGA professional Jim Colbert, Colbert Hills is 
an imposing 7,525 yards from the tips and will 
present a good challenge to golfers of all skill 
levels. Special consideration should be given to 
the wind on this course, which can be used to 
one’s advantage. The signature hole is No. 7, a 
600-yard, par 5 that begins with a 100-foot 
drop from the tee to the fairway. The course is 
used by the university as an environmental 
research and turf management facility. Greens 
fees with cart are $60 during the week and $79 
on the weekend. Practice range and club rentals 
are available. 


There are many good golf 
courses around the area, but Cot- 
tonwood Creek Golf Course in 
Waco is a real treat. Designed by 


Joe Finger, the par-72 opened in 1985 and plays 
as long as 7,140 yards. There also is a nine-hole 
junior course. The 18-hole course is mostly 
wide-open off the tee, which brings the wind 
prominently into play. A few blind shots and 
some fast greens add to the challenge. During 
the weekend, greens fees are $21 to walk or $33 
to ride, The rates are $18 and $30 during the 
week and there also are discounted twilight 
rates. 


Veenker Memorial Golf Course 

on the Iowa State campus is a 

premier public facility, owned 
, and operated by the University. 
fs Veenker was established in 1938 
E by George F. Veenker, the former 
Iowa State football coach and athletic director. 
A Perry Maxwell design, the course is one of 
the more exciting and penalizing in the state. 
You will use all 14 clubs in your bag, and any 
others you might have hidden on your body. 
The hilly design features tree-lined fairways 
and well-maintained greens and plays from 
5,357 to 6,543 yards. Greens fees for walking 
are $21 during the week and $26.50 on the 
weekends, Cart rental per person is $9, $13 on 
the weekend. There is a practice range and club 
rentals are available.

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In the world of daily fees, the 
Jimmy Clay Course/Roy Kizer 
Course complex offers the vari- 

ety of two distinctly different 
tracks, The Roy Kizer opened in 
1994 and is a links-style challenge that plays 
6,749 yards from the back. The layout was built 
on 57 acres of marsh and wetlands and features 
numerous sand bunkers. Greens fees are $24 
during the week and $28 on the weekend (plus 
$20 for a cart). The Jimmy Clay is a traditional 
18-hole layout, designed by Joe Finger and 
opened in 1974. A good value, the course plays 
as long as 6,857 yards and every hole presents a 
challenge. During the week, the Jimmy Clay is 
$15.50 to walk, $17 on the weekend. Cart 
rentals are $20. There is a practice range for 
both facilities, and club rentals are available. 

In the resort category, try Barton Creek, 
home to the #1 and #2 rated courses in Texas. 
The resort's championship courses, designed by 
Tom Fazio, Arnold Palmer and Ben Crenshaw,

There's no question about the 
ideal course to play in Stillwa- 
ter. The semi-private Karsten 
Creek Golf Club has been a 

recruiting tool that has helped 
the Oklahoma State University golf 
team flourish in recent years. Carved out of oak 
trees and mountain streams, Karsten opened in 
1994 and was designed by Tom Fazio. The 
course plays as long as 7,095 yards, with nar- 
row fairways, hilly terrain and medium-sized 
greens, Golf Digest has rated the course as the 
“Best Public Course” in the state, and it’s prob- 
ably the best college course in the country. Nat- 
urally, all of that “best” stuff comes with an 
equally remarkable price tag — $250. The 
ticket includes greens, cart and range balls. 

A less financially demanding option is Lake- 
side Memorial Golf Course in nearby Walters. 
During the week, the 18-hole, par-70 will set 
you back $17.90 walking or $28.75 riding; 
prices rise to $21.70 and $32.55 on the week- 
end. Range and rentals are available. 
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here was enough drama in Boul- 
der last year to rival the town’s 
renowned Shakespeare festival. 

Months after quarterback Craig Ochs 
shocked the team with a surprise transfer 
to I-AA Montana, tailback Marcus Hous- 
ton, the other prize in Colorado's 2000 
recruiting class, also jumped ship — to 
rival Colorado State.

The plan was to have Ochs lead the 
team in what would have been his senior 
year. Barnett contends that few major 


prospects would sign on to be Ochs 
backup for two years. 

That leaves the Buffaloes with all sorts 
of uncertainty now. Their most experi- 
enced returnee, walk-on sophomore Joel 
Klatt, threw the ball all of three times. 
The other options are redshirt freshman 
James Cox or true freshmen Bernard 
Jackson and Brian White. 

Barnett had nice things to say about 
Klatt and Cox during the spring but 
maintained that he was nowhere close to 
naming a starter. 

The one thing in CU’s favor here is 
how far the team got with Robert Hodge 
under center last year. Hodge was not 
within a mile of anyone’s Heisman list — 
though he was a senior playing with a rel- 
atively experienced offense.

This position would have counted 
among the nation’s best in 2003 had 
Chris Brown stayed for his senior year.

Terry is billed as a bigger version of 
Wallace. He threw for 2,249 yards and 28 
touchdowns and had 410 rushing yards 
at Foothill (Calif) College in 2001. Terry 
missed the final few weeks of spring prac- 
tice after breaking the thumb on his 
throwing hand. He is expected to be fully 
recovered in time for preseason practice. 

Flynn, like Terry, is a dual-threat quar- 
terback who can hurt opponents with his 
arm and legs.

had to live up to didn't help ease the pain. 

Now those players who had yet to start a 
game until the opener are in far better shape. 
Second-team All-Big 12 center Zach Butler is 
a big loss, but veteran guard Bob Montgomery 
returns. Luke Vander Sanden is finally healthy 
and takes Butler's place at center after ankle 
and leg injuries kept him out of all but two 
games a year ago. The big question mark is at 
right guard, where redshirt freshman Seth 
Zehr and true freshman Aaron Brant are going 
at it. 

“He has a chance to be an awfully good 
player,” offensive line coach Marty Fine says of 
Brant. 


Improvement along the defensive front has 
been slow but steady. Still undersized compared 
to much of the Big 12, the Cyclones are getting 
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bigger and stronger. 
Defensive tackle Jordan 
Carstens is the cornerstone 
in the middle of the line, 
many times taking up two 
blockers by himself. At 6'5" 
303 pounds, the senior is as 
difficult to contain as any 
interior lineman in the con- 


ference. 

“He is a dominant foot- 
ball player,” McCarney 
says. 


Carstens will get some 
help from noseguard Nick 
Leaders, who started last 
year as a freshman. Cephus 
Johnson will start at one 
end, while on the other side 
Tyson Smith has proven 
himself to be a good pass 
rusher. He had six sacks and 
11 tackles for a loss in 
2002. 


Long-time starters Matt 
Word and Jeremy Loyd, 
who combined for 242 
tackles last season, will be missed. Brandon 
Brown moves to the middle in place of Word. 
After that, it’s a matter of whos healthy. 

Projected strong-side starter Chris Whitaker 
sat out his second spring in three years due to

Aaron Brant is a good bet to start at 
guard as a true freshman. The 6'7", 
296-pound behemoth, who gradu- 
ated high school early and enrolled 
for the spring semester, put on 20 
pounds in his first three months in 
the program. 


Ellis Hobbs is the starter at right corner, 
while seniors Harold Clewis and Johnny Smith 
will provide backup. 


Not long ago, the kicking game was a roll of 
the dice, but it has become a pretty sure bet of 
late. And the man responsible is Adam Benike, 
who was remarkably consistent last season as a 
junior and earned first-team All-Big 12 recog- 
nition. 

Tony Yelk had both the placekicking and 
punting jobs at the start of last season and lost 
them both by the time it was finished. The 
junior has the strongest leg on the team but 
has had trouble pulling it all together mentally. 
Yelk and Troy Blankenship could split time 
punting. 

The Cyclones improved what was the Big 12's 
worst return unit in 2001, but there’s still work 
to be done. Pint-sized speedster Todd Miller 
returned a pair of punts for touchdowns last 
year, but kickoff returners yielded just 17.7 yards 
per return, second-worst in the conference. 


injury. Converted fullback Joe 
Woodley is opposite Whitaker 
on the outside. Several young 
players could see playing time 
here, depending on the situa- 
tion. Quick-moving, hard-hit- 
ting Nik Moser will be tough to 
keep off the field, but the for- 
mer safety is in his first season at 
linebacker and needs to put on 
some weight. 


ISU coaches won't have to 
worry about a talent shortage in 
the secondary. Both the starters 
and backups have seen consider- 
able playing time for what has 
become possibly the team’s 
biggest strength. 

Anthony Forrest moves to 
cornerback from free safety to 
make room for playmakers 
Marc Timmons and Steve Paris. 
Converted tailback JaMaine 
Billups was a huge surprise last 
season at strong safety, earning 
third-team All-Big 12 honors. 
He made 97 tackles in his first 
action on defense since high 
school.

After a downright brutal road slate last year, 
the Cyclones have home-field advantage on their side in 
2003. Five of ISU’s seven opponents who played in bowl 
games last year visit Jack Trice Stadium. 


lowa State has just one win over a team 
ranked in the Associated Press Top 25 under McCarney, 
a 36-14 victory over No. 20 Nebraska last season. 


Football programs are the breadwinners for 
athletic departments across the country. With added 
ticket sales, television appearances and the general 
excitement surrounding the Cyclones, football revenue at 
ISU has increased by nearly $5 million since 1999. 

More so than in the past, a host of starting 
positions on offense and defense were there for the tak- 
ing this spring. “There's a lot more talent here than in the 
past,” tailback Michael Wagner says. “Since I've been 
here there was always one guy who you knew would get 
the job. Now there’s three or four guys lined up waiting 
for you to mess up.”

this year. 

Not in terms of talent, mind you. He's 
talking about attitude. “The kids that are 
here with us now have a tremendous 
work ethic,” Mangino says. “Last year we 
had to coach effort. That isn’t the case 
anymore.” 

It’s a good thing. Mangino, after all, 
has plenty of other problems to worry 
about. One year after going 0-8 in 
league play, Kansas again appears des- 
tined for another last-place finish in the 
Big 12 North. 

Ir’s not that the Jayhawks are lacking in 
talent. Senior quarterback Bill Whitte- 
more is one of the more underrated play- 
ers in the nation, while offensive tackle 
Adrian Jones and linebacker Banks 
Floodman could contend for all-confer- 
ence honors. 

Instead, the problem lies with Kansas’ 
depth. The Jayhawks will rely on 13 
junior college signees — a sign of a des- 
perate program — to fill some of the 
holes that Mangino inherited when he 
took over for the fired Terry Allen prior to 
last season. 

Still, Mangino has turned the once 
lazy, self-doubting Jayhawks into a hard- 


working group of believers. With a soft 
schedule and seasoned signal-caller in 
Whittemore, anything could happen — 
if, of course, Kansas’ signees pan out.

No junior college transfer made a bet- 
ter impression last season than Whitte- 
more, who earned Big 12 Offensive 
Newcomer of the Year honors. 

Whittemore passed for 1,666 yards in 
2002 before suffering a season-ending 
knee injury in week nine. His biggest 
attribute is his poise. He eludes the pass 
rush as well as anyone and rarely makes a 
poor decision by trying to force a pass. 
Whittemore is also a threat to run, having 
gained 549 yards in 2002. 

“He could be one of the top quarter- 
backs in the country by the end of the 
year,” Mangino says. 

Mangino, though, would like to 
decrease Whittemore’s carries. The 6'0", 
205-pound quarterback took some 
vicious hits a year ago — including the 
one that cut his season short. 

With no proven backup, an injury to 
Whittemore would all but end Kansas’ 
season.

The graduation of Bryon Gasaway and 
Marcellus Jones has left Kansas with an 
inexperienced group of pass catchers.

For Kansas, success this season will depend on the perfor- 
mance of a recruiting class that includes 13 junior college trans- 
fers.

Bill Snyder is uneasy about making 
predictions, but a national title isn't out of 
the question. Snyder himself admits, “I 
expect a great deal out of this team.” 

The Wildcats return the explosive tan- 
dem of quarterback Ell Roberson and 
running back Darren Sproles, who helped 
the Wildcats average 44.8 points per 
game last season. Despite the loss of All- 
American Terence Newman and the early 
departure of linebacker Terry Pierce, the 
defense, which ranked second in the 
nation in yards allowed in 2002, is 
stacked with stars-to-be. 

“Guys aren't going to be able to say 50 
years from now to their grandkids, “Hey we 
went | 1—2 this year,’ and be proud about 
it,” defensive end Andrew Shull says. “We 
want something to stand on. We've never 
won 12 games. That’ our goal as a team.” 


quarterbacks 


Roberson became the first K-State 
quarterback to top 1,000 rushing yards in 
a season and also comes off his best pass- 
ing campaign. Watch for Roberson, a 
senior who accounted for 2,612 total 
yards and 23 touchdowns last year, to earn 
some Heisman mention if he improves his 


passing numbers. Expect first-year co- 
offensive coordinator Del Miller to add a 
few wrinkles to the playbook. 

If Roberson takes care of the small 
things in his game and performs big in 
the clutch, he could, among other things, 
become the winningest quarterback in K- 
State history by the end of the season. He 
needs to lead the Wildcats to 11 wins to 
do it. 

“The important thing is he understands 
that he is where he is because of certain 
things he understood needed to be done,” 
Snyder says. “If he continues to do that he 
can be a very, very fine football player.” 


running backs 


The only question with K- 
State’s running game is 
whether it can match the 
school-record 3,433 yards and 
nation-leading 53 touchdowns 
produced last season. Sproles, 
an All-America candidate, 
improved his 40 time to 4.40 after set- 
ting K-State single-season marks with 
1,465 rushing yards and 6.2 yards per 
carry to go along with 17 touchdowns. 
He posted at least 100 yards in the final 
nine games, and the diminutive 5'7" 
back plans to extend that streak, which 
already is a K-State record.

A number of qualified wideouts stand 
in line to replace Taco Wallace, K-State’s 
leading pass catcher last fall. Wallace 
teamed with 6'5" James Terry to account 
for 80 percent of the receptions last year. 
Terry, a senior and the most experienced 
returning receiver, can make back-break- 
ing big plays, and should improve on the 
28 catches for 561 yards and five TDs he 
recorded in his first season at Kansas 
State. 

Derrick Evans, who caught the game- 
winning touchdown in the Holiday 
Bowl, has a shot to fill Wallace's vacancy, 
as does promising and athletic Davin 
Dennis.

Davis will also be a dangerous threat 
moonlighting at wideout. 

Thomas Hill has exceptional hands and 
tallied the most receptions (17) of any K- 
State tight end in five years. Fullback Vic- 
tor Mann will also see time at tight end.

Three-peat In allowing opponents an average of just 69.5 
rushing yards in 2002-03, second-best in the nation, K- 
State re-established the school record for rushing 
defense for a third year in a row.

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herri Smith stood with her arms out- 

stretched, waiting for her son. “This is 

the promise of God coming to pass,” 
she sang out with all the fervor of a gospel 
choir. 

And then her son vaulted up over the wall 
that separates the football field from the front 
row of the stands at the Edward Jones Dome in 
St. Louis. There was her Brad, filling Sherri 
Smith’s arms after filling long-suffering Mis- 
souri fans with optimism over what lay ahead. 

That was Aug. 31, 2002, minutes after Brad 
Smith, the first freshman to start a Missouri 
season opener at quarterback, had run, thrown 
and willed Missouri to a 33-20 upset of reign- 
ing Big 10 champion Illinois. 

Before the season was over — at 5-7 with 
near-upsets against No, 22 lowa State, No. 18 
Colorado and No. 3 Oklahoma — thousands 
of Missouri football fans would come to view 
Brad Smith as their program's deliverer. 


for good purposes. Last spring he appeared in a 
public service television spot to combat under- 
age drinking. “It was trying to encourage peo- 
ple to be mentors of kids,” Smith says. “Kids 
now are starting drinking around 12 years old. 
I want to help stop that if I can.” 

Smith says he will be open to other such 
efforts. “If it’s positive, I'll do as many of those 
as possible,” he says. “As long as I can keep my 
focus, be with my team the way that I need to 
be.” 

Smith's sudden celebrity isn’t really a concern 
for Pinkel, simply because the Tigers’ third-year 
head coach is such a control freak that he will 
not allow it to become a distraction. 

“I want him to be treated like any other 
player around here,” Pinkel says. “There will be 
certain things that he'll sign that go through 
my secretary as far as footballs and jerseys and 
things like that. There will be a set amount of 
time that he signs them, and what time he's 


Offensive Newcomer and Offensive Freshman 
of the Year. 

Will that success change Brad Smith? Has it 
already? 

“Are you kidding me?” says receiver Darius 
Outlaw, who started seven games at quarter- 
back in 2000 and two games in 2001. “His 
work ethic is the same as it was last year. It’s 
even increased. Brad is the most level-headed 
person you'll ever meet in your life. He's just 
going to go out there and do what he does. 
Every single day. Just be Brad. Make everybody 
smile, happy to be around him.” 

Pinkel reminds everyone, including Smith, 
that as far as he has come, he has far to go. 
“Brad Smith’s not there,” Pinkel says. “He's got 
to become a great thrower, which he’s capable 
of being. He had a good year, but he certainly 
can be a heck of a lot better player than what 
he was. He threw 53 percent completions. 
That's not even close to what you want.”

As a redshirt freshman, Smith became only 
the second major college quarterback to throw 
for 2,000 yards and rush for 1,000 in a single 
season. He finished with 2,333 yards by air, 
1,029 by land. Many true believers anticipate 
that as a sophomore, Smith will lead Missouri 
not only to its third winning season in 20 years, 
but also to its first bowl game since 1998, and 
possibly its first major bowl since the Orange 
Bowl of Jan. 1, 1970. 

“He is the face of Missouri football right 
now and everybody knows it,” says MU quar- 
terback coach David Yost. 

Smith is, of course, only one piece of the 
program being put together by head coach 
Gary Pinkel. Junior college running back 
Damien Nash is now on board to give Mizzou 
a breakaway threat to complement the bruising 
Zack Abron. The offensive line is seasoned. 
The receiving corps looks flush with talent, 
despite the loss of record-setting Justin Gage. 
Defensively, however, the Tigers have much to 
prove. 

But in Brad Smith, Missouri has its quarter- 
back of the present — and future. And already 
he has proven to be a recruiting magnet. 

“Michael Vick helped Virginia Tech in 
recruiting everybody,” Yost says. 

Smith's premiere season had the same effect 
at Missouri. “I don’t know if I ever remember 
one player that everybody knew so much 
about,” Pinkel says. “Instantly.” 

And Smith has already used that notoriety 


going to do it. Trust me. I’m going to regulate 
all that.” 

For his part, Smith appears more than ready 
to maintain his focus. During the winter of his 
redshirt season, Smith's most frequent hangout 
was the Missouri indoor practice field. There, 
alone as often as not, he would set up plastic 
garbage cans at strategic spots. He would fade 
left, spring right, drop three steps, five and 
seven, and then throw footballs into those cans. 

The same was true last December and Janu- 
ary and February. Celebrity did not change that 
habit. 

“It’s a totally different experience for me,” 
Smith admits. “But it’s the same type of chal- 
lenges for me. Moving on, getting better.” 

The more he works — on steps, on reads, in 
the weight room, in the classroom — the closer 
Brad Smith will be to his ultimate individual 
goal. “Becoming a total, and hopefully, a per- 
fect player,” he says. “That can’t happen. But 
I'm going to shoot for it.” 

A year ago, Missouri led the nation in fewest 
turnovers, with 11, Smith threw only six inter- 
ceptions in 366 attempts, a mind-boggling 
.016 pick-off percentage. He threw for com- 
pletions of 20 yards or more 33 times and he 
ran for 20 yards or more 14 times. He even 
caught one pass of 31 yards. And he didn't take 
a single delay of game penalty in more than 
800 plays. 

No wonder Smith was a first-team Freshman 
All-American. No wonder he was the Big 12 
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Pinkel would like Smith to stay in the 
pocket more often this fall, but he doesn’t want 
to eliminate one of the Tigers’ most successful 
offensive plays — the impromptu quarterback 
scramble, 

“We have to be smart about it,” Pinkel says, 
fully aware that the Tigers’ season could crum- 
ble with an injury to his star quarterback. 

And yet, the kid — he won't turn 20 until 
mid-December — has a knack for tucking and 
running. He ran for 75 yards and a touchdown 
against archrival Kansas. He ran for two 25- 
yard touchdowns against Oklahoma. He 
uncorked “now you see him and now you 
don't” scampers of 39 yards and 24 yards 
against Illinois. 

The fact that Smith runs the way he does is 
something of a Forrest Gump-like miracle. He 
was born with a deformity in both feet chat 
forced him to wear braces, corrective shoes, and 
at times, even casts. 

“They broke my ankles, or my feet,” Smith 
says, although he was too young to remember. 
“They told me I was crying, screaming.” 

Smith's father, Phillip Smith, recalls that as a 
young boy Brad was scared of football. Phillip 
and Sherri Smith lived in South Central Los 
Angeles at the time, and later divorced with 
Sherri taking Brad and her other two children 
to Youngstown, Ohio. 

It was there that Brad became a football 
player, on a church league team called Sons of 
Thunder. 
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His coach at Chaney High School, Ron 
Berdis, remembers Smith as quiet off the 
football field, a natural-born killer on it. 
“Tve seen him escape the inescapable,” 
Berdis says. “I've seen him make runs and 
throws that you went, ‘Wow!’ I’ve seen the 
tiger.” 

How Smith became a Tiger at Missouri is 
a story unto itself. 

Pinkel, then the coach at Toledo, was one 
of the few college coaches showing much 
interest in the talented but skinny prep 
quarterback. When Pinkel took the job at 
Missouri, he maintained that interest. But 
first, Pinkel and defensive coordinator Matt 
Eberflus, had to meet the good folks at the 
Mount Calvary Pentecostal Church, who 
were more than a little protective of Brad. 

Bishop Norman Wagner had assembled a 
committee of seven people to investigate 
Pinkel, his program, the school, the com- 
munity of Columbia. One by one those 
people gave their reports, with Pinkel and 
Eberflus seated in chairs in Wagner’s church 
office. 

Ultimately, Wagner fixed on Pinkel with 
a stare. “We're going to allow Brad to go to 
Missouri,” Wagner said. “We trust you.” 

Then, Wagner said something else, with 
such conviction that Pinkel still gets goose 
bumps when he repeats the words. 

“You have no idea what you've got here,” 
Wagner told Pinkel. 

Pinkel and a lot of other people know 
now. 

Brad Smith is nearly too good to be true. 
True to his talent and true to his religious 
faith. He offers to share both with his team- 
mates, without putting them off with either. 

“He knows everybody responds to things 
differently,” Outlaw says. “He responds to 
the church life a lot different than I do. He’s 
there every Sunday. I can honestly say I’m 
not in church every Sunday. I know that I 
have God with me. But Brad doesn’t preach 
that on anybody. 

Somehow, someway, Smith is at once 
unassuming yet a commanding presence. 
Reminded of his mother’s words that his life 
is a prophecy of God coming to pass, Smith 
does not flinch. 

“T believe it’s happening,” he says. 

Reminded of Yost’s words about being 
the face of Missouri football, Smith deftly 
sidesteps that designation. 

“T am the face of myself,” Smith says. “I 
feel the expectations. I just try to turn it into 
a positive, make everything a positive. We 
do feel it. It can be pressure at times. But if 
you can focus it and channel it the right 
way, it can work out well for us.” 

And now it is back to the place where 
it began. Missouri opens the 2003 season 
against Illinois, in St. Louis, at the Edward 
Jones Dome on Aug. 30.

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ebraska’s 7-7 season, its worst 

since 1961, elicited sweeping 

changes. Sixth-year head coach 
Frank Solich has restructured his staff, 
hiring six new full-time assistants, includ- 
ing both coordinators. Like Tom 
Osborne before him, Solich had served as 
his own offensive coordinator. 

The defense will be different — though 
new coordinator Bo Pelini has been 
guarded in discussing how — as will the 
offense, though it will still be run-based, 
under the direction of QB Jammal Lord. 

“We're adapting,” says Solich. His 
future depends on how well the Corn- 
huskers adapt and whether they can work 
their way back into contention in the Big 
12 North. That’s no easy task. 


At times, Lord played as well as any col- 
lege quarterback in the country, according 
to Solich. Lord left no doubt about his 
running ability, breaking the school record 
for rushing yards by a quarterback. He 
carried 251 times, more than a third of the 
team’ total. He also set a school record for 
total offense. But he was an inconsistent 
passer, completing fewer than 50 percent 
of his throws in a play-action system that 
should have the quarterback connecting 
on 55 to 60 percent of his attempts. Part 
of the problem was a lack of coordination 


with the offensive line, creating situations 
in which he had to run. 

“We've got a great deal of confidence 
in Jammal,” says Solich. 

Depth is a significant concern. Curt 
Dukes is coming off knee surgery, which 
limited him in the spring, and Mike 
Stuntz doesn’t seem to have the coaches’ 
confidence as Lord’s back-up. 


David Horne was pulled out of a red- 
shirt and responded with the toughness to 
run inside and an instinctive patience to 
wait for holes to open. However, Solich is 
still looking for big-play potential, some- 
thing that has been lacking, and if Horne 
can't provide that, several others will be 
eager to step in. There is a glut of scholar- 
ship I-backs, and new offensive coordina- 
tor Barney Cotton will try to incorporate 
them in various ways. 

Nebraska also is deep at fullback. The 
best and most experienced is Judd Davies, 
who figures to be utilized more both as a 
runner and pass receiver in the restruc- 
tured system. 

The Cornhuskers will continue to 
build off the run. “I hope the fans don’t 
have the mindset that they're going to see 
the ball winged down the field every 
other snap,” says Solich. “We know how 
to run the ball.” That won't change. 


The passing game must improve. The 
Cornhuskers might not fill the air with 
passes, but Cotton is expected to have 
them throwing more efficiently and in 
less predictable situations. 

Ross Pilkington and Matt Herian, who 
both played last fall as true freshmen, are 
the only experienced receivers. Pilking- 
ton, who played two seasons of profes- 
sional baseball before enrolling at NU, 
has the toughness to go over the middle. 
Herian, a big-play tight end, will become 
a “household name, not only in Nebraska 
but probably across America,” receivers 
coach Ron Brown says. 

Herian has gotten bigger to help with 
blocking, but speed is his biggest asset. 
Four of his seven receptions went for 
touchdowns, and he averaged 43 yards 
per catch. He can be “one of the great 
ones,” says Brown. 

Mark LeFlore, who also played as a 
true freshman, has the speed to be a 
down-the-field receiver. 


Richie Incognito, the Cornhuskers’ best 
lineman, moved from left tackle to center 
in the spring, then moved back because of 
the development of Josh Sewell at center. 
Incognito has a quick first step, strength 
and tenacity. He needs to control his 


Staff stability has long been a factor in Nebraska’s remarkable 
success, so the Cornhuskers have moved into uncharted 
waters. The first concern in the spring was getting everyone 
on the same page, both coaches and players. It’s a process 
that, no doubt, will continue well into two-a-days.

last season. Quarterback 
Jammal Lord can do the 
job at a high level if he has 
some help. Bo Pelini seems 
to have the right personal- 
ity type to restore a hard 
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aggression, however. He was suspended a game 
for fighting and missed some of spring practice 
for violating team policy. 

Returning starters Mike Erickson and Dan 
Vili Waldrop form a base around which Cot- 
ton, who also coaches the line, can build. 
Junior Tagoa’i’s status is uncertain after another 
brush with the law. 

Nick Povendo and Jemayel Phillips were 
pushed into backup roles with Incognito’s 
return to tackle, while Jake Andersen played 
well enough to be the swing guard. Cotton has 
indicated he would like to include at least eight 
players in a regular rotation, a system that 
would help in developing chemistry.

Pelini expects to have some surprises in store 
for Nebraska's early opponents. Terminology 
has changed for a defense that won't depend 
on multiple alignments, according to Solich. 
“You'll see a team that will pursue extremely 
hard,” he says. Solich won't elaborate beyond 
that, however. “(Pelini) wants as many sur- 
prises as he possibly can have for the first ball 
game,” Solich says. 

Whatever the defense, play up-front will be 
critical to success, Trevor Johnson, a proven 
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pass rusher, is the only end 
with significant experience. 
Benard Thomas, who 
elected to redshirt last fall, 
could be ready to break out. 
Titus Adams was moved to 
end in the spring in an 
attempt to shore up the 
position. Adam Carriker 
also stepped up, and trans- 
fer Wali Muhammad could 
help. 

Patrick Kabongo has 
moved to the noseguard 
spot, where Ryon Bingham 
is a fixture. Jason Lohr, who 
has missed two seasons 
because of a knee injury, 
received a sixth season of 
eligibility and could help 
there, too. Tackle is set with 
Le Kevin Smith. 


Demorrio Williams, Bar- 
rett Ruud and TJ. Hollow- 
ell have shown they can 
pursue. Williams and 
Ruud, who played in the 
middle, were involved in a combined 183 tack- 
les. Ruud also was credited with 12 tackles for a 
loss and was an effective pass rusher, with 13 
quarterback hurries. 

Williams and Hollowell both played the 
weak side position, but Hollowell was moved 
to the newly designated “buck” 
linebacker in the spring in order 
to get both of them on the field. 

Lannie Hopkins, who

Two years ago, the Horned Frogs were 
having to deal with life after LaDainian 
Tomlinson when Patterson, in his first 
year as head coach, led the Horned Frogs 
to their fourth straight bowl bid. 

Last year, the Horned Frogs had to 
replace veteran quarterback Casey Printers, 
but Patterson didn’t panic. He inserted 
freshman Tye Gunn at quarterback in the 
second game and later took a redshirt off 
running back Lonta Hobbs.

Hobbs, the league's Fresh- 
man of the Year, rewrote the 
TCU freshman rushing 
records last year by gaining

But in Robert Merrill, a 190- 
pound redshirt freshman from 
San Antonio, the Horned Frogs may have 
someone just as dangerous. Merrill 
rushed for 2,891 yards and 39 touch- 


downs as a senior at San Antonio's Taft 
High. “Robert Merrill is a youngster we're 
excited about,” Patterson says. 

If he makes the same step that Hobbs 
made last year, the Horned Frogs will 
have the league's best 1-2 backfield 
punch. Hobbs played in just eight games, 
but quickly emerged as a big-play back. 
He had six carries of 50 yards or more 
and five 100-yard rushing games. In the 
Horned Frogs’ regular-season finale 
against Memphis, he rushed for a TCU 
freshman-record 287 yards.

The team’s top returning receiver, Reg- 
gie Harrell, is 6'3" and presents matchup 
problems for opposing defensive backs. 
But Harrell, who has big-play potential, 
has played only one season.

On the national map For the second time in three years, 
TCU finished the season ranked in the top 25. 


500 club TCU’s Liberty Bowl victory over Colorado State 
last year gave the program its 500th win. The Horned 
Frogs are 500-493-57 entering the 2003 season. 


Home sweet home Since the start of the 1999 season, the 
Horned Frogs have proven difficult to beat at Amon G. 
Carter Stadium. TCU, 6-0 at home last season, is 19-3 
since 1999. The losses during that stretch have come to 
Arizona, Northwestern State and East Carolina. 


No introductions needed TCU coach Gary Patterson is 
finding that success brings stability. The Horned Frogs did 
not have a change on their coaching staff after last sea- 
son, a rarity in college football and particularly in C-USA. 


Moving up Reserve quarterback Brandon Hassell, a junior, 
will get an opportunity to back up starter Tye Gunn. For 
Hassell, who has played sparingly during his career, it’s a 
unique situation. “I’ve never been in (a) position to get 
this many reps,” Hassell says. “It's totally different. Ever 
since I've been here, (former quarterback) Sean Stilley 
has been here and I've been able to ask him questions. 
Now, the young guys are asking me questions.” 


Nowhere to run The Horned Frogs are making a push to 
strip Southern Miss of its title as the league's top 
defense. During the past four years, TCU has finished 
fifth, first, 24th and first, respectively, in the country in 
total defense and 13th, seventh, 10th and first in rushing 
defense. Last year the Horned Frogs allowed just 240.2 
yards per game and 64.8 rushing per game.

ouston, which has enjoyed just 

two winning seasons since 

1990, now turns to Art Briles, 
the first former Cougar to direct the 
football program. 

It’s not likely, however, that Houston 
will match the 5-7 record of Dana 
Dimel’s third and final year as head 
coach. The new staff must replace the 
Cougars’ top two players — first-team 
All-Conference USA selections Joffrey 
Reynolds, the leading C-USA rusher, 
and safety Hanik Milligan — while 
working in several new faces. There is an 
infusion of quality young talent, though, 
thanks to some solid recruiting during 
the Dimel era. 

The non-conference schedule will pose 
some problems. Former Southwest Con- 
ference foe Texas is gone, but the Cougars 
have dates with Michigan and Mississippi 
State, along with Louisiana-Lafayette and 
cross-town rival Rice. 


Senior Nick Eddy started 13 games the 
past two seasons and appears ready to 
improve his career 22-to-26 touchdown- 
to-interception ratio. He is more than a 
drop-back passer, and now that he is 
down in the 240-pound range — after 
playing at close to 260 last year — he 
should be able to put some pressure on 
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the defense by running the ball more 
often. He emerged from spring as the No. 
1 quarterback. 

“Nick earned that but it doesn’t mean 
he has it locked up,” Briles says. 

Barrick Nealy is more of a natural run- 
pass threat — if he’s fully recovered from 
knee surgery. He was the first redshirt 
freshman to start a season opener for 
Houston before he was lost for the year 
with a knee injury in the fourth game. 
Blade Bassler, slowed by a lack of playing 
time and a back injury, showed flashes of 
potential but redshirted as a freshman 
and didn’t throw a single pass last year. 


The Cougars improved from being 
one of the worst running teams in Divi- 
sion I in 2001 to leading C-USA last sea- 
son. Reynolds, who rushed for 1,545 
yards and earned first-team all-conference 
honors, was the main reason for the 
increased production. But he’s gone. 

Entering his third year, Anthony Evans 
should get his chance to flourish in Briles’ 
multi-dimensional offensive _ system. 
Evans ran for more than 6,000 yards and 
66 touchdowns in high school. 

Jackie Battle, widely recruited out of 
high school, was buried on the depth 
chart last year, then underwent surgery to 
repair an old high school knee injury. He 


could emerge as a power runner with 
breakaway speed. 

Bobby Tillman, Cody Thibodeaux and 
Carl Francis will also be in the mix. 


Senior Brandon Middleton is a proven 
big-play performer who will be the mar- 
quee receiver in the Cougars’ diverse 
offense. He's averaged 19.8 yards per 
catch over his first three years and has had 
22 receptions covering at least 30 yards. 

Newcomers like redshirt freshman 
Leonard Gibson and sophomores Vin- 
cent Marshall and Chad McCullar (ineli- 
gible as freshmen) can turn short throws 
into long touchdowns. They join veterans 
Harrison Arceneaux and Choni Francis. 

All of the Cougars’ tight ends — Steve 
Cucci, Jon Clark and Jonathan Pritchett 
— have the ability to catch the ball in 
traffic and break tackles. Pritchett and 
junior Mark Hopkins will spend time in 
a position termed “Big Slot.” 

Middleton and the tight ends are 
known quantities. The youngsters will 
have to come through if the passing game 
is to flourish. The ability to run the ball in 
early games would help that transition. 


The middle of the line looks solid with 
returning starters Rex Hadnot at center 


Art Briles and his assistants will deserve instant raises if the 
Cougars manage to break even — or somehow win more than 
they lose. There is some decent talent on hand, but the first 
year of the Briles era might be one step back before the pro- 
gram takes a few steps forward. The Cougars will attack from a 
spread offense with a variety of formations. Quarterbacks Nick 
Eddy and Barrick Nealy have enough talent to make the offense 


work, but the Cougars need 
one of the tailbacks to step 
up and replace 1,000-yard 
rusher Joffrey Reynolds. 
| There will also be pressure 
on the offensive line, which 
must block for all types of 
Passes and open running 
lanes. The new 4-3 defense 
has to be more productive 
but also needs more help 
from the offense; there 
were far too many 
turnovers and drive-killing 
miscues last year.

James has another year of eligibility but is 
not expected to be ready to play this fall. 


The front four will be a promising mixture 
of the young and old. Matthew Bentley moves 
from tackle, where he started as a true fresh- 
man, to left end, and will be opposite produc- 


tive senior Farouk 
Adelekan. After he recov- 
ered from an emergency 
appendectomy, Adelekan 
led the team with nine 
sacks and 18 tackles for a 
loss while starting only the 
last three games. Sopho- 
more Joe Clay, who started 
seven games at left end,

It’s his own 
fault, a product of the leadership that 
helped the Fighting Irish produce eight 
consecutive victories, giddy talk about 
championships, and the dramatic, weekly 
Sea of Green backdrop within Notre 
Dame Stadium. 

The coach is a year away from the 
unreasonable (yet inevitable) line that sep- 
arates the fates of Notre Dame head 
coaches — that third-year national cham- 
pionship. Never mind that many of those 
third-year successes took place before 
scholarship limitations or widespread cable 
television exposure for opponents.
